Return of the Death-Dealing 
Storm-Clouds of One 
Year Ago. 


A Funnel Last Sunday Went 
from the Mississippi to 
the Savannah. 


So Far as Heard From It Killed 
Over One Hundred 
People. 


The Worst Carnage Was at the 
Twin Villages of Wesson and 
Beauregard, Miss. 


There Fifty-three Were Killed and Over 
One Hundred Horribly Muti- 
lated. 


Branching, It Went Due East and 
Also Sharply Northeast—Dev- 
astation and Death. 


People Killed and Wounded in Smaller Groups, 
but in an Appalling Number of 
Places. 


THK START. 


ABOUT FORTY MILKS EAST OF 
GARD. 


tED Lick, Miss., April 23.—At 11 o’clock 
yesterday mornlag a tornado passed about 


BEAURE- 


one mile east of this place, causing some 


Joss of life and great damage to. property. 
The track of the storm was 200 yards wide. 

Everything in that track was swept away 
—dwellings, cabins, trees, fences, cattle, ete. 

On the Ross place, a mile from here, the 
storm blew down quarters and fences, kill- 
ing & colored child and injuring several per- 
sons. But one house remains standing. 

On the Killingsworth plantation a great 
many houses were blown down, and much 
damage done tu crops and fences. 

In one cabin there were five people who 
say the. walls and roof of the house were lift- 
edi up and carried away, leaving the people 
standing unhurt on the floor. 

EARLY HOURS OF THE BESOM. 

NATCHEZ, Miss., April 23.—A most de- 
structive cyclone passed east of this city at 
10:30 Sunday morning, going from south- 
west to northeast. 

It ynroofed a house in the lower part of 
Concordia Parish, killed a negro, and 
wounded several clrildren. 

Thence it crossed the river into Mississi ppi, 
demolishing buildings, uprooting trees, kIIl- 
ing stock, and wounding persons.

THE GREAT HORROR. 

TWO TOWNS, ONLY A MILE APART—FIFTY- 
THREE KILLED AND OVER ONE HUN- 
DRED WOUNDED, MOST OF THEM. MOR- 
TALLY. 

New On zAxNs, April 23.—|Special.|— 
Passengers on the Jackson Railroad who 
learned some of the particulars of the cyclone 
which struck Beaurexard and Wesson, Miss., 
with such terrible effect on Sunday evening 
report a fearful state of affairs. .The loss of 
life i®ofiiciallyreported by Mayor Gibert, of 
Wessop, to be twenty-six at that point and 
twenty-seven at Beauregard, with over 100 
injured more or less severely. Some hfteen 
or twenty persons are missing. No one 
knows what has become of them, but it is pre- 
sumed that they are blown away. An cye-wit- 
ness of the disaster at Beauregard says that, 
about 2 o’clock Sunday afternoon, rain fell, 
accompanied by thunder and lightning, and 
this state of things continued for an hour or 
so, when the sky assumed a copperish, hue, 
and presently it became very dark. About 
half-past 3 a rumbling sound, like that of a 
heavy freight-train in the distance, was 
heard, proceeding apparentiv from the north- 
west. Gradually this portentious noise in- 
ereased in intensity. The people became 
alarmed at what seemed the subterranean 
moanings of an earthquake. The thunder 
roared in the sky like detonations 
of the heaviest artillery. The discharges of 
lightning were almost continuous, and the 
course of the fluid through the. atmos- 
phere resembled the fall of streams of 


molten metal. 


THE FUNNEL. 

Preceded and accompanied by these terrific 
phenomena the tornado burst upon the littie 
town, sweeping away the buildings, trees, 
and other objects in its path as if they were 
mere toys to be tossed about and be played 
at the pleasure of the storm. A few miuutes 
the cyclone raged in the midst of the devoted 
town, and then passed onward, sweeving to 
the northeast, and leaving desolation as the 
dreadful souvenir of its visit to the town of 
Beauregard. When the violence of the wind 
had somewhat subsided, the people who had 
escaped destruction ventured forth to succor 
the less fortunate whose dwellings had been 
overturned. The path of the tornado was 
about a quarter of a mile in width, embrac- 
ing the entire business portion of the town 
along Main street. Scarcelya building was 
left standing in the course of the storm. 
Even solid brick structures were completely 
demolished. About thirty-six dwelling- 
hovses and twenty odd stores were blown 
down, and the fragments scattered in all di- 
rections. 

As speedily as possible succor was brought 
to the wounded and those who lay under the 
ruins. 

PROPERTY. 

The Jackson Railroad Company’s depot at 
Beauregard was destroyed, and four box and 
flat cars standing on the track were blown 
away, a flat-car being carried several hun- 
dred yards and broken into fragments. 

Of the houses and stures destroyed were 
the following: 

The stores of Eaward Loring, Edward 
Cotton, Thompson & Co., McDaniel & Co., 
John Terrell Levison, Morris Bloom's drag: 
store, Pope & Ferguson’s, King & White’s 
variety works, John Koss’ store. the post- 
office, and the hotel owned by Mrs. Hooker; 
also the dwelling and store of H. Moody, the 
saloon of J. L. Crawford. and several build- 
ings belonging to Mr. Bridiwell. 

WESSON MILLS. 

The operatives employed at Mr. Edward 
Richardson’s Wesson Mills resided there, 
and the storm did sad work among them. 
Over seventy people had their limbs broken 
and over a dozen were killed outright. 
Those who escaped injury busied theinselves 
in giving aid to the unfortunate, and trains 
were sent out from other towns on. the road 


with medical and other assistance. Oneman 
who left his house to take shelter under a 
tree was knocked almost to pieces by 
timber. There is not a spot on him that is not 
bruised, and he will probably die. An old 
man had both hands broken. One boy had 
the top of his head taken off. The town was 
almost totally demolished, and even the 
woods surtounding it were to a great extent 
swept away. It is a wonder that any of the. 
inhabitants escaped. 

Wesson is situated on the Chicago, St. 
Louis & New Orleans Road, 138 miles north 
of New Orleans, on the lower edge of Copiah 
County, and has a population of 1,600. 

Beauregard is one mile north of Wesson, 
and is a town of nearly 300 inbabitants. 

AT WESSON, 

At Wesson the damage to life and proper- 
ty was apparently almost confined to one 
particular portion of the town, on Peach 
Orchard street, where were the dwellings of 
the mill operatives. The houses on this en- 
tire street were completely destroyed, and 
the inmates buried beneath the ruins, 

The surgeons at Wesson report having 
dressed fifty wounds, set thifteen fractured 
limbs, and five other dislocations. 


Searcely a resident of Beauregard escaped 4 


injury, and, withont doubt, many of those 
injured will die from the effects of their 
wounds, 
SCENES OF UNUTTERABLE MISERY. | 
The space that had been occupied by a 


town was tonight dotted here and there with 


rude log fires around which grouped clusters 


of men keeping watch over the remains 


of some dead victim of the storm. 
The wailing and lamenting of the 
bereaved ones were pitiful to hear, and the 
awfulness of the calamity was simply heart- 
rending. The town is in a deplorable condi- 
tion. The wounded and dying are lying 
around without shelter or any comfort. 
Their groans are terrible to hear. The dead 
are unburied, and the most utter destitution 
prevails. Women and children are wander- 
ing around in search of loved ones who 
have either perished or are still buried be- 
neath the ruins. Dead horses and cattle are 
lying around on the main street, without the 
means at hand to remove them. 
ANOTHER WITNESS. : 
Another correspondent says: Beauregard 
has about six Hundred inhabitants. It was 
entirely swept away. The destruction to 
life and property is indescribable and ap- 
palling. Not a house of any character is 
left standing. Large brick buildings were 
blown down, frame houses torn to atoms, 
trees swept away like straws, loaded freight- 
cars lifted from the track and carried 200 
yards, trees and timber from houses scattered 
tor miles around, The town could not be 


| recognized. One gloomy, ghastly mass of 


desolation and destruction marks the spot 
where festerday was a beautiful and flourish- 
ing little village. 

At Beauregard and Wesson the wind has 
been blowing a gale for three days. A rum- 
bling sound with a violent shaking of the 
houses heralded the approach of the cyclone 
and caused intelligent people to believe it 
was an earthquake. Then the thunder, light- 
ning, wind, aud rain came with terrific force, 
sweeping everything in their path. In the 
western part of Wesson trees that had stood 
the storms for ages were uprooted and hurled 
a hundred yards. Houses where the opera- 
tives of the Mississippi Mills are domiciled 
were demolished. Pine Forest, the adjacent 
town, was blown out of existence. 

There was not a single house standing in 
the Town of Beauregard. Under the ruins 
of stores and dwellings many helpless and 
unfortunate inhabitants were buried.

A TURN NORTHEASTWARD. 
THR FUNNEL TOUCHED AT LAWRENCE, Six- 

TY MILES, AND AT ABERDEEN, 150 MILES 

AWAY. 

BEAUREGARD, Miss. April B. —One year 


ago yesterday the Town of Mortticelio, six 


miles south of the track of this storm, was 
almost destroyed by a tornado. 

Yesterday’s storm proceeded in a north- 
easterly direction, destroying a number of 
houses in Lawrence,on the Vicksburg & 
Meridian Railroad, thence to Aberdeen, 
where the damage was not stated. This is 
an unlucky day for our people, as on the last 
22d of April Monticello was destroyed in ex- 
actly the same hour, 

Lawrence, Miss., suffered heavily by the 
loss of property, but no lives were lost. 
Aside from losses in towns mentioned, the 
devastation m the country lying in the path 
of the hurricane is very great—crops, farm- 
houses, and stock, with some loss of life. At 
a public meeting of citizens this evening $500 
was subscribed for sufferers.

A FAT CONTRACT. 
HoW A “RUSTLER”’ WORKED THE

PROVISIONS OF TIE NEW INTERNAL-REV- 
ENUB ACT RBALGARDING TOBACCO AND 
CIGARS,

FORGERY. 

DISCOVERY OF THE FORGERY OF A PATENT. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 23.—The forgery 
of a patent was discovered at the Patent 
Office today. The circumstances connected 
with it are as follows: June 8, 1878, a patent 
for nut-locks was issued to William Sutton, 
of Purdy, Tenn. (now of Paragould, Ark.). 
Recently Sutton transferred to P. J. Bennett 
and F. M. Threadgill, of Little Rock. fora 
consideration of 85.000, what purported to be 
a patent for nut-locks of January 8, 1883, and 
the documents, together with letters of 
transfer were sent to the Patent Office 
to be recorded. Upon reference, it 
was readily ascertained that no pa- 
tent was issued to Sutton Jan. 
S. 1883. Investigation showed that the patent 
was not genuine, and that in order to make 
the transfer Sutton counterfeited the patent 
head, forged the signature of Alonzo Bell, 
Assistant Secretary of the Interior, and 1. 
M. Marble, Commissioner of Patents, and 
took from the genuine patent seal of the 
Patent Office, which, together with his 
original specifications, he attached to the 
fraudulent certificate, thereby makum it ap- 
pear the patent had seventeen years to 
run. The fact that the seal has een re- 
moved from the genuine plate renders it in- 
valid. The case will be promptly prose- 
cuted.

A Maryland Case BRivaling iu Interest 
the Beauchamp Case.

Charges of Startling Frauds Com- 
mitted by {Importers 
of Rice. 


Arrest of a Young Swell for Rais- 
ing the Wind on a Stolen 
Check. 


Deaths of Dr. Man Wyck and Charles 
Blackie, Prominent Among the 
Stalwart Leaders. 


RICE. : 
INVESTIGATION INTO CERTAIN IMPORTA- 
TION FRAUDS. 

New York, April 23.—/Special.]—The Ap- 
praiser’s office of the custom-house here, as 
well as the Treasury Department at Wash- 
ington, are engaged in the investigation of 
certain alleged frauds upon the revenue in 
connection with the importation of rice into 
this port. The complaint was made in the 
first place, it appears, by agents of rice- 
growers in the South. The American grow- 
ers are greatly interested in preventing for- 
eign rice from coming into this port without 
paying the full rate of duty. 

Collector Robertson, when spoken to on 
the subject, was rather reticent, but he ad- 
mitted that serious irregularities in connec- 
tion with the importations of rice had been 
charged, but he preferred not to speak fur- 
ther about the matter while it was under in- 
vestigation. “The extent and character of 
the alleged frauds are being officially in- 
quired into,” he said, and it would not be 
proper for me to give any information to the 
public at present.“ 

A prominent merchant, however, says the 
frauds have been going on perhaps a full 
year, and have lately grown very flagrant. 
They have all been perpetrated in the entry 
of foreign rice, about half upon direct im- 
portations from the East Indies, and the re- 
mainder by way of the English and Conti- 
nental markets. The duties on rice are very 
heavy, that on cleaned rice, most of which 
comes by way.of Europe, averaging 100 per 
cent on the value, making the cost of the 

roduct, duty paid, just double the price in 
ond. The high duties on rice, as on other 
materials, give employment and oppor- 
tunity to a class of shrewd custom- 
house brokers called“ damage-men.“ They 
make a specialty of obtaining rebates from 
the Government on cargoes, on the claim 
that the goods have been damaged. They 
often go to au importer who knows that his 
consignment has arrived in good condition, 
and say: Give mea certain share in the re- 
bates and ]’il have those woods reappraised 
and marked as damaged.” The importer 
says “go ahead,” and the damage-broker, by 
some hocus-pocus, and through tne con- 
nivance of some of the examiners in the Ap- 
praiser’s office, has a considerable percentage 
taken off the duty on the pretense that they 
are damaged. ‘Thisis done when the cargo 
is in sound condition, and in twenty-four 
hours’ time the goods nes gee on the market 
and sold as perfectly sound. 

Importatwns have been made from the 
East Indies of cleaned rice, and on the ar- 
rival of the cargoes here claims have been 
made for rebate on the ground that the rice 
has detériorated on the voyage. ‘The allow- 
ances made on these claims have been enor- 
mous, running as high as 50 percent. In 
one recent instance, where au importa- 
tion was made of 7,000 bags, the duty 
on which would have been $35,000, allow-

STOLEN CHECK. 
CLARENCE I. CLARK’S ENDEAVOR TO GET 
BICH SUDDENLY. 

New York, April 23.—[{Special.]—Mills, 
Robeson & Smith, bankers and brokers at 
No. 34 Wall street, sent a messenger to the 
house of Kimball, Howell & Co., No. 17 New 
street, April 9, for a check for $6,500 in set- 
tlement of a transaction in stocks. Tlie boy 
waited a long time, and at last called for the 
check. He was told that it had been shoved 
out through he opening, and he replied that 
he had not Feceived it. It was supposed 
that some one else had taken it by 
mistake, and that the check would come 
back, but as a precautionary measure 
word was sent to the Union National Bank 
on which it was drawn. ‘There it was found 
that the check had been presented for certi- 
fication, but as it had not been indorsed the 
cash was not obtained on it. A new check 
was drawn for Mills. Robeson & Smith. and 
payment stopped onthe other. Nothing was 
heard of the check until Saturday afternoon, 
when a dispatch came from the City National 
Bank of Poughkeepsie to the Union Nation- 
al Bank of this city, saying that the check 
had been deposited with it, and 
that $200 had been paid upon it. Word 
was returned that the check was stolen, and 
had not been indorsed. A stylishly dressed 
young man, who gave his name as Clarence 
L. Clark and his residence as New York 
City. offered the check at the bank in Pough- 
keepsie. It was indorsed. When asked to 
identify himself he sent for W. I. Marble. 
who said he had seen Clark a few times in 
New York. He did not know that Clark in- 
tended to ask for money on the check, but 
supposed he simply Wanted to deposit 
it. hen paid he 
warned the bank to 
be on their guard, as he dia not know the 
young man very well, and they sent the dis- 
patch to New York, Clark was arrested at 
the Hudson River Railroad station and com- 
mitted to jail. He gave up the money. He 
said a man named II. II. Johnson, who owed 
him $27, gave him the check and told him to 
deduct that amount and return the rest. 
Letters showed that Clark had been travel- 
ing for a trade journal published in Chicago. 


DEATHS. 
DR. PIERRE CORTLANDT VAN WYCK. 

New York, April B.— [Special. — Dr. 
Pierre Cortlandt. Van Wyck, Superintendent 
of the United States Assay Officé in this city, 
died at his home in Sing Sing this morning. 
He was born at the Manor House, Croton, N. 
., Sept. 24. 1824, and was descended 
from the old Van Wyck and Cortlandt fawi- 
lies. He graduated from Princeton, and 
studied medicine here under Dr. Willard 
Parker and Prof. John Torrey. After his 
graduation Dr. Van Wyck was appointed by 
Presieent Taylor to the position of United 
States Examiner of Drugs at this 
port. W hile holding this place 
he became interested in the firm 
of Radway & Co., manufacturers of medi- 
cines, in which he beld a considerable inter- 
est at the time of his death. In 1802 he was 
appointed by President Lincoln Assessor of 
Internal Kevenue for the Fourth District of 
New York. in January, 1882, President 
Arthur appointed Dr. Van Wyck Super- 
intendent of the Assay Office, to succeed J. 
C. Acton, who was wade Assistant Treasurer 
of the United Srates. Dr. Van Wyck 
was always actively engaged in 
politics, first as a 
erward as a Republican. 1 
leader of the machine organization in the 
Fourth Assembly District. Ile was one of 
the 306 who voted persistently for Grant at 
Chicago. He distributed the 306 medal» that 
were given out in this city. Dr. Van W Ck 
was a member of the Union League Chib, 
and was for twenty years a personal friend 
of President Arthur, who is expected to at- 
tend the funerai at Sing Sings _/ 

CHARLES BLACKIE. 

Charles Blackie, President of the Thir- 
teenth District Republican Association, died 
last night of Bright’s disease of the kidneys, 
at Tom's River, N. J. Soon after the out- 
break of the War he went to Washington.

A Serious Fire at Newton, Ia.—An Ua-

One of the largest lawsuits ever occurring 
between State and Nation is that just brought 
before the United States Supreme Court in a 
mandamus case by the State of Iilinois to 
compel the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office to state an account for 5 per 
cent of the public lands which have 
been located on military bounty: land- 
warrants. The original amount of Govern- 
ment lands in the State when Lllinois 
entered the Union was 28,985,253 acres. The 
Government in the enabling acts passed for 
the admission of many Western and South- 
ern States into the Union stipulated to pay 
5 per cent upon the sales of public lands 
situated therein. These lands in Illinois 
were exempted from all State taxes för a 
period of five years from the date ot sale. 
Non-resident proprietors were to pay the 
same amount of taxes as the residents, and 
lands granted for military service in tne 
war of 1812 were exempted from taxes for 
three years from the date ot their patent. 

The amount of cash entries of public lands 
amounts to $25,636,853, on 19,401,400 acres, 5 
per cent of which has been faithfully paid 
the State. The amount ot land located with- 
in the State witn military land-warrants 
amounts to the enormous total of 9,533,853 
acres. Iliad the State been permitted to sell 
this, instead of the Government using 
it to pay off its soldiers, the sum 
of $11,917,316, at the minimum estimate 
of $1.25 per acre, which is largely below the 
price at which most of the land was sold, 
would have accrued. In case of sale by the 
General Government the State would have 
received 5 per cent of this sum, or $595,865. 
Itis to compel the Government to pay this 
latter sum over to the State 4 44 
the mandamus case nas been brought before 
the Supreme Court. 

THE LAND-OFFICE REFUSAL. 

In order to get the correct status of the 
suit, I. R. Hitt, State Swamp-Land Commis- 
sioner, was interviewed on the supposition 
that he would know something of its merits. 

Mr. Hitt said: 

On the 10th inst. the Hon, W. W. Wil- 
shire, Attorney for the State, demanded in 
the interests of this and other States, 5 per 
dent on the estimated value of public lands 
in Lilinois entered with military bounty land- 
warrants. The Comimissionets of the Gen- 
eral Land Office declined to recognize the 
bill, as per the following letter published in 
‘tue Tinu of April 14: 

DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR, GENERAL 
LAND-Orrice, Wasuinaron, D. C., April 11, 
1 W. N. Wilshire—Sirn: Iam in receipt of 
your letter of the loch inst., uesting, as agent 
and attorney for the State of Iilinvis, that an 
account be stated in favor ot said State for 5 
per cent of the estimated value of public lands 
of the United States in said State that ba ve 
beretofore been entered with military bounty 
land-warrants. You refer to the compact of 
admission into the Union and to the ects of Con- 
gress of March 2, 1855, and March 3, 1857. rela- 
tivetoeertain 5 per cent accounts. Yuu are 
ndvised that the terms of the compacts uf ad- 
mission of States into the Union and the special 
avta of Congrees referred to, bave frequently 
been considered by this oflice and department. 
Oa Sept. 20, 1858. the honorable Secretary of the 
Interior rendered a decision in the case of the 
claim of the State of Iowa similar to that pre- 
sented by you on behalt of the State of Lilinois, 
iu which be held that the location of military 
bounty-iand warrants is not coosidered as cou- 
stituting a sale of the public lands as coutem- 

lated by the act admitting lowa into the 

nion.“ This decision bus uniformly been fol- 
lowed by the department, and constitutes the 
law of this office. Accounts bave duly been 
stated in favor of the State of Illinois 
tor ö per cent of the net proceeds of sale of 
public lands, which accounts have embraced all 
inoneys received from every source in connec- 
tion with the disposal of the public land iu said 
State. The Only acts of Congress authorizing 
accounts to be stated for 5 per cent of the esti- 
mated value of any lands are the acts of 1855 
and 1857. referred to by Fou, which authorizes 
the value of certain Indian reservagons to ve 
80 estimated, and 5 per cent paid thereon to the 
Statea entitled under said acts. Accounts for 
Indian lands bave already been stated in favor 
of lilinois, and said acts with respect to that 
State have been fully executed. I have no au- 
thority to comply with your request. Very re- 
spectfully. N.C. MCFARLAND, Commissioner. 

* Remembering that committees for both 
Houses of Congress had reported favorably 
on the payment of such claims as are due on 
land which the Government had wrested 
from the States to pay its debts for military 
service, Mr. Wilshire brought suit. I notice 
that Brewster, Attorney-General, has been 
instructed te appear for McFarland, General 
Land Commissioner, to defend the Govern- 


ment.“

THE KEPORTS OF CONGRESSIONAL COMMIT-

„On the favorable reports of the Congres- 
sional committees which investigated the 
subject. The Senate committee, which per- 
haps will have the most weight with pub- 
lie opinion, completed its work 
in January, 1879. It found that 
no payment ot 5 per centum to any 
States upon entries of public lands with mili- 
tary warrants had been made. The only 
known ground upon which the payment had 
been refused was that such disposition of the 

ublic domain was not a ‘sale of public 
ands’ within the meaning of the enabling 
acts. The right of the States to the 5 per 
cent was found by the committee to depend 
largely upon the fact whether, as be- 
tween the Government and the 
the lands disposed of 
a part of the consideration of his hire. Upon 
this point the committee arrived at the con- 
clusion that such disposition did, in fact, 
entar into and become a part of the consider- 
ation for the enlistment and service of the 
soldiers to whom land warrants were issued.”

A DEMOCRATIC HIGH-LICENSE EXAMPLE 
: FOR DEMOCRATS. 

Missouri is the most Democratic State in the 
Union. It is officered exclusively by Demo- 
crats, including a Democratic Legislature, 
and rolls up 100,000 Bourbon majority. 
Democratic Legislature of Missouri has re- 
cently enacted a high-license law of the most 
stringent character—far more exacting than 
any ever proposed in IIlinois, and stronger 
than we would like to have enacted in this 


State, because some parts of it are inappro- 


priate to our local governments. 

This law was framed and actually passed 
by Democrats who are anti-prohibitionists, 
but who knew that a failure to enact a law 
restraining the abuses of the free-liquor sys- 
tem would result in such a popular demand 
for prohibition that it would subordinate all 
party cohtrol to that question, imperiling 
the Democratic ascendeney. The fact is, that 
the drainshops had become in Missouri the 
great evil of the day. Under the low-license 
practice they were erected at every cross- 
roads, and swarmed in every village, and were 
the ljoating places Where time and money 
were wasted and young men and boys made 
habitual drunkards and hoodlums. The 


nuisance had to be abated. Prohibition was 


impracticable, and high license was the only 
reasonabie remedy. So this law was passed. 

The Missouri High-Lieense law requires 
as preliminary to the issue of any license for 
the sale of liquor that a written application 
shall be made therefor; that the applicant 
shall execute a bond with two securities in 
the sum of $2,000, conditioned on the good 
order ot the premises; that no. liquor shall be 
sold to minors; and that the person licensed 
shall promptly pay all fines, etc. 

No license shall be issued in any town or 
city containing 2,500 or more inhabitants un- 
tila majority of the taxpaying citizens of 
the block or sauare in which the saloon or 
dramshop is to be located shall petition the 
court asking that it be granted; nor in any 
city or town of less than 2,000 inhabitants 
untila majority of the taxpaying citizens 
shall ask for the same, said petitions to be 
renewed every year. 

When these preliminary conditions have 
been complied with the County Court may 
in its discretion issue a license upon the pay- 
ment of a tax of not less than $25 nor more 
than $200 for State purposes, and not less 
than $250 nor more than $400 for county 
purposes for every period of six months, the 
amount of tax in every instance to be deter- 
mined by the court granting it. These rates 
are $275 as the minimum and $650 as the 
maximum for every six months, or $550 and 
$1,300 as the lowest and highest rates for a 
year. 

On Sundays ana election-days all these 
shops shall be closed under a penalty of from 
$50 to $200 and a forteiture of the license, 
the forfeiture to continue for two years. 

In addition to these stringent and sweep- 


in restrictions, any keeper of a licensed 


dramshop or saloon, or his sureties, who, 
after being notified to the contrary, shall 
sell liquor to a habitual drunkard shall for- 
feit to the wife or other representative of 
said drunkard not less than $50 nor more 
than $500, and shall also forfeit his license 
and be forever debarred from obtaining an- 
other license for the same business; one 
notice to be deemed a continuous one. 

The law further provides for the granting 
of a license to wine and beer house keepers. 

We submit this law passed by a Democratic 
Legislature, approved by a Democratic Gov- 
ernor in the most Democratic State in the 
Union, to the Democratic members of the 
Legisiature of llinois. It is full of instruc- 
tion. The Democratic party of IIlinois, so 
far as the Legislature is its organ, is now 
committed against all forms of restrictions 
upon the sale of liquors: As far as it can do 
so it favors the unlimited sale of liquor, and 
opposes all restraints, whether those re- 
straints are in the interest of law and order or 
in the interest ot revenue, It favors the total 
abolition of the internal-revenue tax on the 
manufacture of spirits, and wherever itis 
in the ascendency it imposes the lowest pos- 
sible license tax on its sale. It is fast 
drifting into a free-whisky party. The 
Democrats in the Lllinois Legislature, 
unlike their brethren in the Legislature of 
Missouri, have faith in the devotion of the 
people to free whisky. They have faith in 
the whisky-sellers as Democratic politicians. 
They believe every man opposed to prohibi- 
tion is of necessity in favor of the unlimited 
Sale of whisky, especiaily in the saloons. 
They shut weir eyes and ears to the univer- 
sal complaint, especially from the agricult- 
ural districts, of the horrible evils wrought 
by the village salouns. They insist upon the 
freedom of saloonkeeping as a vested right 
which the law has no power to limit or con- 
trol. They overlook the fact that, while the 
immense majority of the people are con- 
sumers of liquor in some form, that ma- 
jority is not made up of drunkards nor of 
men who encourage or support saloons. 
The great public want the grogshops re- 
duced in number, and they insist that those 
existing shall, under proper restraints, be 
compelled to be orderly and responsible. In 
no part of Lilinois is this feeling more ear- 
nest than in the Democratic counties and 
towns of the State. 

High license is suggested as a remedy. It 
is proposed to make the saloon business re- 
sponsible in Illinois by making a uniform li- 
cense fee throughout the State of $500 for 
dramshops and 8250 for beer and wine 
shops. These figures are about one-half 
those declared by the law in Missouri, and 
yet there is not a Democrat in the Legisia- 
ture of Illinois who is not pledged, or sup- 
posed to be pledged, to vote against any such 
law. Isa free-whisxy saloon license to be 
the Democratic watchword at the next elec- 
tion for the Legislature in Illinois? Joliet is 
due of the strongest Dewocratic cities in the 
State, and yet at the last election, after hav- 
ing given one year’s trial to high license, 
that Democratic city gave nearly a 
two-thirds vote for the continuance of 
high license. In no place in the 
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revenue. Its benefits ate widespread, and 


still the Democratic members of the Legisla- 
ture of Illinois stand united against such a 
measure. It this bill be defeated now, What 
kind of a law do these men expect two years 
hence? The Democratic Legislature of 
Missouri anticipated the popular demand 
by doing the work themselves, and thus by 
anticipation defeated an inevitable popular 


revolt. — — 


THE POLECAT UNDER THE BARN. 

The appropriately brief reports in the 
daily papers of Mayor Harrison’s marplot 
speech at the Iroquois banquet made the dis- 
may and frritation with which it has been re- 
ceived by Democrats all over the country 
perfectly intelligible, 

The full revised report, which is printed 
elsewhere this morning, proves upon inspee- 
tron in cold type to have been more discord- 
ant, disingenuous, and demagogical than it 
sounded at first before its author revised it. 
No protectionist can gain comfort from it, 
for it denounces protection as a crime. No 
Democrat but must feel it has hurt the party, 
for at a gathering specially planned to rally 
the Democrats to a campaign against protec- 
tion the successful third-term Democratic 
Mayor of Chicago, admitting that protection 
was a monster, advised the Democrats for 
the sake of the offices to condone its crimes. 
His speech may be summed up in two lines. 
For him, 


Protection is a monster of such hideous mien, 
That, to be embraced, needs only to be seen. 


For a politician gifted with ordinary per- 
ceptions of the fitness of things to prove the 
wickedness and desolation wrought by a leg- 
islative policy would be the preliminary to a 
rousing summons to the clans to move to its 
extirpation. But our representative Demo- 
crat proves that protection is villainous as 
an introduction to a wizard warning to let it 
alone. It is bad, but it is also powerful, and 
must not be stirred up. Bo ettack it would 
cost votes, and what the Democracy want is 
votes. No wonder the courtly Bayard shiv- 
ered on his highland of vision“ as he heard 
this raw confession of Chicago political mo- 


wn 


rality. 
“Protection,” said Mr. Harrison, “is a 


monster.” But attack it, and you will lose 
thousands of Democratic votes. The pres- 
ent tariff is a pernicious tariff. Say a word 
against it, and the monopolist employers will 
drive their employés to the polls to vote 
against you.” The employés, being Demo- 
crats, will submit to such dictation. “ Pro- 
tecuon is a fraud on the masses. But be- 
ing a fraud the opposition to it will ruinous- 
ly split the Democratic party. “It is gotten 
up to make the poor man poorer and the 
rich man richer,” says the third-termer. 
But the Democrats must not risk the wrath 
of the rich by attacking this cause of the 
poverty of the poor. Protection is rob- 
bery,” said Harrison, but in the next sen- 
tence adds: Don't put a free-trade plank 
in the platform now.” “You will drive 
thousands of our own people from the 
ranks.”” What the Democragy wants is of 
tices. No matter how great the wrongs that 
may be intrenched in our present sys- 
tem of monopolies, the Vemocracy must not 
endanger the success of its grab at the 
White House by uttering a word of reform 
thut would offend the mizhty monopolists. 
This is the distilled essence of Mayor Har- 
rison’s speech, andits fragrance is not sweet- 
scented. 

The Democrats are a queer lot according 
to Mayor Harrison. Bait theni with office 
and the entire organization will run together 
with the solidarity of a jackal after carrion. 
Summon them to attack a monster,” a 
“fraud,” a “robbery,” and to reverse the 
cruel machinery of monopoly that is making 
the poor poorer and the rich richer, and the 
party will fly to pieces and scatter to the four 
quarters of the earth, like—like Demo- 
cratic banqueters under one of Harrison’s 
speeches, A few weeks ago Mayor Harrison 
said the street robberies in Chicago were 
committed by “w6rkingmen out of a job.“ 
Now he says that the Democratic working- 
men are made of such craven stuff that they 
can be herded to the polls by their rich 
employers and made to vote as the latter die- 
tate. in favor of their own degradanon and 
pauperization. What the Democrats partic- 
ularly need is to win.” Harrison has won 
in Chicago by siding with *“ robbery,” and 
“fraud,” and “crime,” and moral mon- 
sters. His conception of the way to win” 
ou a National field is to condone the erim- 
inal errors“ of our National palicy as he has 
condoned the “criminal errofs” of the 
slums of Chicago. All there is of Carter 
Harrison stands revealed in that autobio- 
graphical policy: ‘** Protection is a criminal 
error. But let it alone. It has votes.” 

This skeleton of the Iroquois feast is not 
wholly a villain. There is a large percent- 
age of feeblemindedness in his make-up. 
“The restraining grace of common sense is 
the mark of all-heaithy minds.” It was not 
common sense that revised for publication a 
speech in which the purchase of office is 
openly urged by the tolerance of a great Na- 
tional vice, and in which itis alleged that the 
Democratic rank and file can be driven like 
cattle to the polls by monopolists, and that a 
campaign on principle for reform would va- 
porize the party. This is an entirely new way 
of appealing to the public for a vote of confi- 
dence—and the offices. “We are afraid to 
talk,” says Mr. Harrison, “but we will be 
brave to do.

We've a skunk under our 
barn. There!“

The latest informer is one Joseph Hanlan. At 
the first trial of Kelly, one of the alleged 
Phenix Park murderers, the testimony of 
the informer Carey was notstrong enough to 
convict him. A second trial has been 
ordered, and for this fresh trial Hanlan turns 
up as a fresh informer. 

The information business is not only grow- 
ing ludicrous but disgusting and sickening. 
It shows very conclusively that there is no 
bond strong enough to keep these secret 
conspirators true to each other, and it reduces 
what was a very earnest and legitimate effort 
to secure Irish independence to a, vulgar, 
cowardly, underhanded assasination Organi- 
zation With not sufficient coherence of pur- 
pose or individual honor to prevent the 
members from betraying each other at the 
first opportunity. Thus far they have ac- 
complished nothing except to prepare the 
way to the galiews or imprisonment for sev- 
eral of their number by the basest of 
treachery and to bring what was a noble 
cause into profound contempt. The dyna- 
miters are an irresponsible, bombastic, cow- 
ardly, three-thousand-wmiles-off gang, headed 
by an old whisky-seller who deserves 
to be kicked by every honest Irish- 
man for inducing hardworking servant-girls 
to give him their earnings, and for sending 
poor, ignorant, gullible victims to Engiand 
upon dynamite errands, knowing well endugn 
that in the first moment of actugl danger 
they would all be exposed. He and his associ- 
ates are responsible for the sufferings of 
these men. and if some means could be found 
not to blow them up with dynamite, but to 
transport them to England for trial, it would 
be a blessing to Ireland, and save her much 
sorrow and shame. Has the cause which 
Daniel O’Connell, Emmet, Meagher, Smith 
O’Brien, and others once pleaded so elo- 
quently, and for which Parnell and Davitt 
have labored se hard, fallen into the hands 
of a lot of cowardly assasins, who turn tail 
at the first warning of danger?

THE PANAMA CANAL HUMBUG. 

As the work upon the Panama Canal pro- 
gresses, or, more strictly, as time progresses, 
forin realitv no work has yet been done 
upon the Canal, it becomes more and more 
evident that the project is impracticable, 
that the French people have been drained of 
millions of money to no purpose, and that if 
the drain goes on it will be hardly less crim- 
inal than an open fraud. The engineers 
have been engaged at Panama since Janu- 
uary, 1881. There have been $26,000,000 al- 
ready expended, not counting the cost of the 


‘Panama Railroad purchase ($17,000,000), 


which will become utterly worthless should 
any canal be built. And yet after more than 
two years of effort and the expenditure of 
all these millions of money the proposed ca- 
nal is still in the survey and experiment pe- 
riod, no real canal work of any kind has 
been done, and some of the most importaut 
and difficult problems connected with the 
construction haye not yet been settled, 
although they are the very problems upon 
which success depends. 

A very brief review of some of these prob- 

dems will afford convincing proofs of the im- 
practicability of the whole scheme. On that 
part of the line where the heavy cutting will 
have to be done there are six miles in which 
the cut will vary from sity to 224 feet. This 
will be followed by four miles averaging 180 
feet, and this py four miles averaging 250 
teet. The greatest depth of cut will be 360 
feet! In the absence of any diagram of such 
a cut it may be described so that any reader 
can compute for himself the angle of the 
slope. The canal itself is to be seventy-two 
feet in width and the depth in some places is 
to be twenty-eight feet. A diagram would 
give an inverted pyramid seventy-two feet 
in width at the bottom, 426 feet in width at 
the surface, and 360 feet from the surface to 
the water of the canal. When it is remem- 
bered that a slope of forty-five degrees would 
give a top width of 792 feet the abrupt de- 
scent of the slopes in question may be imag- 
ined. It is simply impossible that they can 
stand, and it would only be a question 
of time how soon the eanal would 
up. The, cutting. in the 
deepest cuts is not through rock, but through 
clay, saturated with water, which only adds 
to the impossibility of the work. Even on 
the Panama Road, where the slopes are not 
nearly so deep or perpendicular, engines 
have been buried and tracks and the piles 
on which they are laid carried away. In that 
wet, clayey soil such slopes could not 
stand: A buried steamer would be no more 
of a novelty in such a chasm than a buried 
locomotive in the Panama Railroad cuts, anda 
the depth of the chasm may be imagined 
when the reader reflects that these slopes 
rise to a distance three times higher than 
the masts of any steamer that would venture 
through such a trap. As compared with 
this the deepest cut in the heaviest work on 
tne Nicaragua line is but 101 feet, largely 
rock, while in the mean of the canal the ves- 
sels would sail substantially on the level, 
there being little or no slope to the surface 
of the canal, and no rock. 

There are other problems which two years 
of investigation bave not yet settled. De 
Lesseps, with that same cool audacity which 
led him to imagine that he could keep the 
English fleet out of the Suez Canal during 
the late war by simply refusing to allow it 
ingress, has decided not to allow the tides at 
Panama to have any efféct, though every 
engineer who has studied the subject, in- 
cluding the International Commission of 
Engineers, has decided that a tide lock will 
be necessary, as no ship could be managed 
in such a current as the tide will create in 
such a narrow channel. With the same 
audacity he proposes to regulate the River 
Cnagres by dumping rock and earth into it 
and forming a dam, which it is expected 
will control it when on the rampage. Itisa 
very lively river when it gets loose, and last 
fall went up forty-two feet in twelve hours, 
burying even the telegraph lines out of sight. 
De Lesseps seems to have the faith of Canute 
that when he orders Nature she will obey 
him. It is noticeable, however, that his 
engineers and surveyors do not have such 
faith, and that after two years of study they 
have not yet settled the questions of slopes, 
of tide locks, and of managing one of the 
most unruly rivers in the world. 

The only things which seem to be settled 
are that, after more than two years since the 
engineers and surveyors commenced opera- 
tions, not a foot of the canal has been built, 
$43,500,000 have been spent, and $4,000,000 
more are immediately due—s sum larger 
than the amount required for the complete 
construction of the Nicaragua Canal, which 
can be built for about $40,000,000. In plain 
words, De Lesseps has spent a round 


‘$48,000,000 to see if the Panama Canal can 


be built, and those engaged upon settling 
the question are not certain yet, not having 
solved the very problems which are neces- 
sary to success. In the face of this he has 
made new estimates, which far exceed the 


original ones, and is preparing to call for 


more subseriptions. The vena! French press 
is at work with him, and is well paid for its 
efforts to induce the people to subscribe. to 


own papers, and. know nothing of the warn- 
ings eonveyed to them in the English papers, 
there is danger that they may be fleeced 
stillturther by this huge canal confidence 
game. It is surprising that the Government 
itself does not come to their rescue or warn 
them that they are throwing away their 
money. Itis a canal which will never be 
built If it were built it would never pay 
anything. In eicher event their money 
would be wasted.

The representatives of several news- 
papers have lately visited Mr. Tilden at bis home 
ut Greystone, and their report upon the condi- 
Ueo of the retired statesman's physicai vigor is 
suen that he is once more mentioned as a candi- 
dute tor 1884, and the possibility of bis leading 


the Democrats victory is again discussed by 
the press, both Republican and Democratie. 


The writer then proceeds to say that the 
sentiment among the Republicans is, that if 
Tilden should emerge from his retirement 
the idea of electing their [the Republican] 
ticket would practically disappear.” He 
also urges that Tiiden’s nomination would 
put an end to all the petty disagreements and 
useless, bickerings which are pestering the 
Democrats, and predicts that “ theorists of 
every kind in the Democratic party, protec- 
tionists, free-traders, men who believe in 
hard money or soft money, would all follow 
Mr. Tilden’s guidance, because there would 
be ho doubt of his ability to deal with the 
mighty task of reforming the Government.“ 
Translated into plain English this means 
that the nomination of Tilden would be rec- 
ognized by all factions of the Democratic 
party as denoting a practical campaign for 
the spoils—a program upon which all could 
unite and to which all would be willing to 


‘subordinate any theories they may entertain. 


in one word, the article contends that Tit 
den would fill the Democrats with enthu- 
siasm and the Republicans with anxiety, and 
that no other candidate can be suggested 
who will stand any comparison with the 
Sage of Gramercy Park. 

All this indieates that the gentlemen whom 
Dana has left in charge of the Sun are in 
possession of better information than Mr. 
Dana enjoys on the Pacific eoast as to what 
is going on at home. There is evidently a 
movement in Tilden's behalf which is assum- 
ing such large proportions as to foreshadow 
success. Tilden, like Barkis, is willin'.“ 
His friends are anxious. The mass of the 
Democratic party is eager to accept anybody 
who promises to piace the offices in their 
control. Tilden came nearer doing this than 
anybody else during the twenty odd years of 
enforced Democratic retiracy. Hedeveloped 
greater shrewdness in the management of 
the campaign, and was more uuscrupulous 
in the methods he used both before and after 
the popular vote than any other candidate. 
In 1880 the Democrats, who were carried 
away with their near approach to success in 


1876, thought it was the inhexent strength of 


their party which had reasserted itself over 
the people. So they snubbed Tilden as not 
at all necessary to them, and tried the issue 
with Hancock as their leader. Notwith- 
standing the desperate fight made against 
rarfield, which was fully as unscrupulous but 
not so shrewd as Tilden’s Campaigning, the 
party fell behind again and experienced its 
usual defeat. The consequence is that when 
Tilden’s name is mentioned now it is received 
with very serious consideration. There is a 
lurking feeling that Tilden is stronger than 
the Democratic party. 

Nr. Tilden is old and decrepit; but he was 
that seven years ago when he was first the 
Democratic candidate. His feebleness and 
his shakiness corrdéspond very closely, how- 
ever, to the chronic condition of the Demo- 
cratic party, and he is physically, mentally, 
and morally the best type of lattér-day De- 
mocracy te be found. He may not be strong, 
nor pure, nor progressive, but his party has 
none Of these qualities. He is sharp, and in 
that respect will brug to the Democrats an 
auxiliary element of which they are 
sorely in need. As the terror which he 
will strike into the Republican camp, that is 
rather imaginative; but the Democrats may 
rest assured that the Republicans will not be 
any more panic-stricken at the nomination 
of Thurman, or Bayard, or McDonald, or 
any other of the candidates whose availibility 
is being canvassed. The nomination of Til- 
den, on the whole, would be the most honest 
issue the Democrats ‘could present, for then 


it would be patent that the struggle would | 


not turn upon any principle or policy of gov- 
ernment, but simply upon the grab for 
spoils.

THE stronmest 1 argu ment urged by the tel- 


egraph men against the adoption of the un- 


derground system for cities is the statement 
that it will greatly diminish the speed of 
transmitting messages and the capacity of 
the wires. If this statement be correct—and 
it is based on theories of induction—it will be 
necessary to discover some perfect 1 of 
insulation before the underground system 
can be adapted to all cities and towns in the 
country, though the objection may not have 
force enough to determine the controversy 
as to Chicago. At one of a series of lectures 
delivered at the Institution of Civil Engi- 
neers on “ The Progress of Telegraphy ” Mr. 
W. I. Preese gave the following account of 
underground telegraphs in England: 


Wires are almost invariably carried under- 
ground through towns. Copper wire insuiated 
with gutta percha, incased io iron pipes, is the 
material used. There are 12,00 miles of under- 
ground wire in the United Kingdom. There is a 
great outcry for more underground work iu 
England, owing to the destruction to open lines 
by gules and snow-storms; but underground 
telegraphs, wire for wire, cost at present about 
four times as much as overround |ines, and their 

capacity for the conveyance of messages is only 
one-fourth; so that overground are, conmercial- 
ly, sixteen times better than underg: ound wires. 
To lay the whole of the post-oflice system under- 
ground would mean an expenditure of about 
220.000.000. Hence there is no desire to put 
wires underground except in towns. Besides 
snow-storms are few uad far between, and their 
effects are much exaggerated. Of the numerous 
materials and compounds that have been re- 
sorted to for insulati purposes, gutta-percha 
remains the oldest the best for underground 
purposes. It, like ali other materials used four 
telegraphy. bus been improved vastiy through 
the searching power that 2 current gives the 
engineer. 


Col. Clowry, the ba dada nt of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, says 
that the system used by his company is four 
times faster than the English needle system, 
and Mr. Somers, the electrician of that com- 
pany, insists that it will be necessary to 
abandon the quadruplex method if the wires 
be run undetground to any extent. The 
Operator and Electrical World, commenting 
upon the situation in Chicago, says that

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: | This comment arises ; from an 
impr that the recent passed 
by the Council was the first notice served on 
the telegraph companies, whereas the fact is 
that the ordinance requiring them to put 
their wires underground was passed in 1881. 
The chief cause of complaint against the 
telegraph companies is that they have made 
no extended and thorough experiment in the 
city designed to comply with the ordinance. 
If some of their trunk lines had been carried 
underground from the city limits to their 
main office during the last few months, and 
they were able to prove that the best known 
methods for insulation had been employed 
but would not work with anything like the 
same rapidity and thoroughness, the com- 
panies would then be in a better position 
than they are now to resist the enforcement 
of the ordinance which goes into effect

Ort two Democrats in the Ohio Lower 
House voted for the Scott Liquor-Tax law 
im posing $200 tax on the sale of whisky and 
$100 on the sale of beer, but there were about 
a dozen Democrats who stood ready to vote 
for the bill it it had been necessary in order 
to pass it. Several Republican members 
from the cities eithervoted no“ or dodged, 
which left the bill two votes short of enough 
to pass it; whereupon two Democrats 
promptly came forward and supported 
it. The Democratic policy was to ap 
pear on the record as Against the bill, 
but not to defeat it. They were afraid 
to assume the responsibility of beating 
the bill taxing saloons, which they knew to 
be very popular in the rural districts and 
among the church members of their party, 
but unpopular with the doggerykeepers 
and the loafers they control, who 
all vote the Democratic ticket solid. 
They were therefore in a ticklish 
position, and felt happy when they 
found that they would only be required to 
furnish two votes to make the Scott billa 
law. ‘The bill will hereafter take care of it- 
self; there is no danger of it being repealed 
by any future Legislature or the amount of 
the tax reduced. The only change will be 
to inerease the tax. Two or four years hence 
the tax on whisky will be raised to 8400 or 
$500. The dritiking classes will support the 
Scott bill because it will yield some two mill- 
ions of municipal revenue for the support of 
the police, the schools, and thé poor, and at 
the same time reduce the number and im- 
prove the character bf the saloons. The 
temperance men wilP oppose the repeal of 
the law for exactly the same reasons, and the 
more decent portion of the saloonkeepers 
will indorse it because it will suppress a 
good many of the vile little doggeries, and 
thereby remove some of the disgrace and de- 
pravity that attach to the traffic. Hence 
the new Liquor-Tax bill will grow in popu- 
larity and be in no danger of repeal.

A TWO-EDGED SWORD. 
HARCOURT’S EXPLOSIVES BILL CUTS BOTH 

WAYS, PARALYZING MANY IMPORTANT 

BRITISH INDUSTRIES. 

Loxpon, April 22.—The second thought 
over the possible result of the Explosives bill 
and its operations almost creates consterna- 
tion among certain classes of tradesmen, and 
magy Conservative. members of both“ Houses 
deeply regret their hasty support of the Lib- 
erai Premier’s measure in securing its un- 
precedentedly hurried passage. The eariy 
amendment of some of the extremely strin- 
gent features of the bill is certain to be made, 
and while at the time of its passage every- 
body gave it a hearty supportas an emer- 
gency measure, Jeaders of both parties 
now regret that more thought and time 
were not given it, since discussion would 
have avoided most of the difficulties 
which it created. The llome Secretary has 
been overwhelmed with letters and petKions 
reiminding him of the trade interests which 
may be, even if they are not already, serious- 
ly involved, and members of the House of 
Commons are in receipt of petitions urging 
the necessity of Immediate changes in the 
law. The principal operators who suffer 
directiy from the law, and who feel its effects 
at once, are mine-owners, quarfyimeu, build- 
ers, and others who depend almost entirely 
on the use of dynamite to carry on their 
legitimate business. They have already: 
been harassed by the inconvenient restric- 
tions placed 6n commercial transactions in 
explosives, as the new law places thein 
practically at the mercy of blackmallers and 
pretended informers. The law is felt with 
especial force by some of the largest 
mine-owners, who have heretofore 
found it more economical to 
manufacture their own explosives 
than to buy them in open inarket. They and 
every man in their employ could now con- 
tinue to manufacrure only at the risk of the 
inordinately heavy penalty of life imprison- 
ment. Another and much larger class of 
men suffer indirectly. They are the detec- 
tives, policemen, chemists, steamship own-

Gen. Crook broke camp at Wilcox this morn- 
ing and marehed for Guadaloupe Canon with 
300 troops. 209 Indian scouts, and twenty-one 
wagons. The sevuts held a war-dance and 
mace medicine last night In a talk with 
Crook they sald that they wanted him to 
lead them against the Chiricahuas until 
all were exterminated or brought in, as they 
cuuld not hope for peace on the reservation 
ves as long as che Chiricahuas were 
unsubddued. The expedition is most perfect in 
appointments, and is supplied for ninety 
days. There is no report from the ‘Tomb- 
stone Rangers, and it is believed that their 
courage has failed them, and that they will 
not dare to attack the agency. On the arriv- 
ai at Guadaloupe Cafion, in about four days, 
Capt. Crawford and Lieut. Gatewood, com- 
mand che scouts, and a single company of 
troops, under a picked officer, will penetrate 
ipte the fastnesses of the Sierra Madre 
ountains, pushing 200 miles into Northern 
Mexico. ‘he remainder of the command 
will be posted along the boundary. Crook is 
determined to succeed if possible. but the re- 
ports of the country to be penetrated are such 
that if he does he will achieve his greatest 
victory, Capt. W. Dougherty has been 
erdered to join his command at Fort Apaché, 
in order to guard against anticipated trouble 
with the Wuite Mountain Apaches.

AT ODDS. 


Senater Tabor and His Theatrical 
Manacer Hagazed in a Serious Dis- 
pute Over the Proiits. 

Denver, Colo., April 23.—{Special.]—For 
the last three days there has been great ex- 
citement in Denver over 4 business affair be- 
tween ex-Senator II.

Sir John Macdonald Arrested for Per- 
jury—Other Notes. 

Toronto, Out., April 23.—[Speeial.— 
Some weeks ago Gen. Butt Hewson applied 
to County-Crown-Attorney Fenton for advice 
as to a charge of perjury which he intended 
to prefer against Sir John A. Macdonald.

BRADLA UGH, 
HE ESCAPES ee RUIN—A NOTABLE 
CASE. 

Lonpon, April %.—Lord Coleridge, Lord 
Chief Justice of England, has rendered a 
decision iv favor of Chafles Bradlaugh in 
the action broughtagaiust Newdegate, mem- 
ber of Parliament for North Warwickshire, 
for maintaining the suit of Clarke against 
Bradiaugh in regard to the latter's sitting 
and voting in the House of Commons with- 
out taking the oath of allegiance, 

[Tue Bradiaugh affair has been a muddle from 
beginning to end, and for atime refieeted dis- 
crediton everybody concerned. Bradiaugnh at 
first refused to take the oath,on the ground 
that it had no efficacy for bim, and demanded to 
be allowed to affirm. The majority, however. 
would not allow bim to affirm, the affirmauon 
being provided not for atheists, but for Quakers 
and the like who had conscientious objections to 
oaths. Whereupon he offered to take the oata, 
thereby incfeasing the rage of his enemies and 
losing the respect of many of his atheistical sup- 
porters, who admirea him for refusing the outh. 
Then he was sued for the penalties imposed by 
law on a man who tries to take his seat in the 
House without qualification, and, after a bDrill- 
iant defense by himself on the point whether he 
was entitled to affirm, Ge lost his case 
and appealed. He has now won 
his case. He tried to resume his 
seat several times lust session, and had finally 
to be dragged from the bar by policemen. Tne 
Tories and some Liberals also are opposed to 
bim. not so much because be isan atheist-—for 
there are plenty of these in the House on both 
sides—as because he ig an avowed atheist, and 
because be has written au indecent book and 
made bimself the apostie of an indecent social 
philosophy. In fact, it would be hard to finda 
than of education so offeasive as he is to Britisn 
respectability. The Tories do not care much 
about religious opinions, or, for that matter. 
about a religious life, but they insist upon it

PHILADELPHIA, Fa., Apru 23.—The steam- 
er Tropic arrived this morning from San 
Antonie, Jamaica. Three seamen reported 
that the vessel, commanded by Capt. Aug. C. 
Rand, had been employed by the Haytien 
insurgents to convey the insurgent troops, 
headed by Gen. Bazlias, and munitions of 
war to Hayti, in violation of the neutrality 
laws, from Inagua to Miragoane on the oc- 
enslon of the capture of that place on the 
27th of March. Thomas Pender and Willis 
Rand, first and seconu mates, were arrested 
by the United States Marshal and bound 
over to answer. The Haytien Consul was 
present at the hearing. At his instance the 
prosecution was instigated. The Captain 
is reported if], and has not yet been 
arrested. It is alleged that 500 rifles, 
a million ronnds of cartridges, two fieM- 
pieces, saddles, and uniforms were placed on 
board on the 15th of March, although the 
Officers reported to the authorities that che 
vessel was going out in ballast. Upon reach- 
ing Inagua the Tropic took as passengers 
fifty insurgents preparing to overthrow the 
Government of Hayti. Outside of the bay 
the Tropic hove to until the Atlas Line 
steamer from Kingston for New York ar- 
rived with eighty additional insurgents. 
The Captain refused to allow his passengers 
to board the Tropic. but landed them at 
Inagua. There they remained fora day un- 
der watch of an Euslisn man-of-war. 
A small schooner was then procured 
and the Tropic reached. The Tropic steamed 
for Miragoane, the deck being used for drill- 
ing. At midnight, March . the Tropic en- 
tered the harbor at Miragoane and landed 
sixty armed men, who, after firing one round, 
captured the town. The following morning 
the arms and equipments Were put ou shore, 
and by noon, with the cargo, were landed. 
The Tropic then sailed tor Port Auton fora 
cargo of fruit.

ARBITRATION ASKED. 


MeGeoch, Milwaukee's Miltionaire 
Specuiator, Has Cerzalun Other Specu- 
Jators in a Tight Piace. 

MiLWaukRR. Wis., April 23.—[{Special.}— 
A most interesting case has been brought 
before the Board of Arbitration of the Mil- 
waukee Chamber of Commerce. The matter 
grows out of the controversy began last sum- 
mer between Peter McGeoch, the uiillionaire 
Speculator and several other members. 
of the Chamber of Commerce, and which 
resulted in the interchange and publication 
of long and heated letters between Mr. Mo- 
Geoch and- Angus Smith, the weli-known 
elevator-man. Some time last summer Wil- 
lam Youhbg & Co., Edward Sanderson, 
Walt & Bigelow, and Joseph Oli 
ver bought puts of Mr. MeGeoeh, 
the first of these named for 100,000 
bushels of wheat each, and Mr. Oliver for 
30,000 bushels, ail at the rate of % cents per 
bushel, the cuntracts to hold good during 
iss2. Before the close of the year MeGeoch 
shipped a cargo of wheat to New York. 
This wheat proved to be unmarketable, 
and Mr. McGeoch notified the gentlemen to 
Whom he had sold the puts that he would 
not accept in settlement of the contracts any 
grain from elevators other than those of the 
St. Paul Company, he alleging that other el- 
evators contained mixed wheat of. an un- 
marketable character. So far, the history 
of the matter is well kuown to the public, in 
connection with the letters between Me- 
Geoch and Mr. Smith, published in the lead- 
ing papers of the country at die time. Me- 
Geben offered to refund the money paid for 
the puts, Dut the other parties to the coutract 
refused to accept. Subdsegquently Mr. Me- 
Gebch put his shoulder under the market 
and bought nearly all the wheat that could 
be obtained. At orabout the same time he 
moditied his statement concerning what 
wheat be would accept in settlement of the 
contracts, offering to accept common wheat, 
such as was aelivered in the market. 
Mr. Oliver was able to obtain 50,000 bushels 
and so settled with Mr. AilcGeoch, but the 
Iatter had bought up wheat to such an ex- 
tent that other rties could not obtain the 
grain with whieh to make the settlement. 
‘They then decided to accept Mr. MeGeoch’s 
proposition to refund the money paid for in 
pa but with wheat way above 95 cents Mr. 
McGeoch refused to refund. There the mat- 
ter rested till the present time. And now 
Wiliam Young & Co. and Mr. Sanderson 
make claim before the Chamber of Commerce 
arbitration board against MeGeoch, asking 
that the latter be forced to refund the money. 
The case in ail its phases is a most interest- 
ing affair, and the interest is hightened by 
the fact that the Chamber of Commerce, 
whose arbitration board is asked to pass 
upon the question at issue, does not recog- 
nize dealing in puts and calls.

The Palmer House Union Ticket-Office 
Imbroglio Likely to Lead to Trouble 
Between Some ot the Western ROoads. 
The Palmer House union ticket-office im- 

broglio is likely to lead to some trouble and 
considerable bad feeling between the Chicago 
roads. As is generally known, the Palmer 
House office has been in charge of Mr. 
Joseph Couttibui for some years past, and the 
railroads were anxious to retain him in that 
position. But Potter Palmer saw fit to rent 
the office to ofe George Frank, whom the 
railroads did not want as an agent. Mr. 
Couthoui has since rented an of- 
fice on Monroe street, and all 
the, roads with the. exception of the 
Rock Island and the Louisville, New Albany 
& Chicago, decided to withdraw their tickets 
from the Palmer House oftice and place them 
with Mr. Couthoiu. The Rock Island's re- 
fusal to join the other roads in withdrawing 
their tickets from the Palmer House and to 
place them in Mr. Couthoui’s office is based 
upon the ground that the agreement between 
the roads provides for the establishment of 
two outside offices, and the places where 
they are to be located—the Palmer House 
and Grand Pacific—are especially designated. 
Theiefore, the Rock Island argues, the pla- 
cing of the tickets in any office established 
in opposition to the one at the Palmer 
Llouse would be a clear violation 
of the agreement, and it does rot mean 
to be guilty of any such crime. The refusal 
of the Rock Island to withdraw its tickets 
will give it an advantage over other com pet- 
ing roads, as it will catch nearly all of the 
Palmer House business. This will necessa- 
rily stir up bad blood among competing roads 
and compe! them either to cut the rates to 
get even, or to take their tickets back to the 
Palmer House office. Mr. Frank, it is stated, 
has notified the railroads chat it they will 
consent to place their tickets in his office he 
will allow them to appoint any agent they 
can agree upon todo the selling. But the 
roads refused to accept this proposition, as 
they consider it but fair to sti€k to Mr. Cou- 
thoui, who has given good satisfaction for 
several years past.

Meeting of Presbytery ~— The 
Church and lis Pastor—How 
Trouble Arose, 

The Chicago Presbytery met in the literary 
room of the Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion Building. 

The report of the Committee on Systematic 
Beneficence was read by Dr. Trowbridge, 
Chairman of that committee. The report 
showed that only twenty-three churches of 
the forty-nine in the Chicago Presbytery had 
returned the blank sent them to be filled, 
showing the amount that each church had 
subscribed to the different beneficence funds, 
Forty-six churches contributed $17,849 . to 
home missions; thirty-nine churches $14,132 
to foreign missions; twenty-three churches 
88,054 to the educational fund, 8e v- 
enteen churches $601 to the publishms 
fund; twenty-tive churches, $2,048 tochurch 
extension; twenty-two churches, $976 to min: 
isterial relief; twelve churches, $233 to sus- 
teltation; twenty*four churches, $1,164 to 
freedmen’s aid; thirty-eiglg churches, $55,606 
to General Assembly purposes; thirty-two 
churches, $10,496 for general missiouary pur- 
poses. 

The Home Mission Committee reported in 
favor of appropriations to ditferent churches 
for ministerial support as follows: Reunion 
Church, $800; Campbell Park, $600; First 
German Church, $400; Deerfield Church, 
$100; Lake Church, $1,000; Llotland Church, 
$500; Forty-tirst Street Church, 8500. 

THE PASTOR OF THE FIFTH CHURCH. 


The Rev. S. E. Wishard, pastor of the 
Fifth Presbyterian Church, announced that 
he wished to read a petition asking the pres- 
bytery to relieve him of the pastorate of his 
present charge. In opening the petition he 
stated that he had been pastor of the Fifth 
Church for three years, that he accepted the 
Fall to its pastorate almost under protest, 
and that he found the church burdened with 
a debt of $10,000, and a mortgage daily 
threatening foreclosure. During his admin- 
istration as pastor on a salary of 32,000 a year 
he had paid off the entire debt, had rented 
nearly all the desirable pews in 
the church, had increased the mem- 
bership of the congregation 135, and 
had succeeded in doing good work generally, 
not through his labors alone, but through 
the help of God, whom he never ceased to 
invoke in behalf of his struggling congrega- 
tion and himself. He never knew what it 
was to be discontented or unhappy until two 
members of his coneregation informed him 
that he was not giving Satisfacuon in certain 
localities—this dissatisfaction existed in 
some of the wealthier families of his congre- 
gation, the very families that he thought 
were his bosom friends. As the matter now 
stands the congregation is divided, and in 
accordance with his expressed deterimina- 
tion of Sunday, the 15th inst., he 
desired that the presbytery relieve 
him from the pastoral burden, so 
that a man might be selected 
more congenial to the tastes of some of the 
congregation: than he had been. He inti- 
mated that one reason for his unpopularity 
was, that he did not keep up stylish appear- 
ances as much as did someof his more 
wealthy brethren in the ministry, some of 
whom paid their choir more than he received 
for his salary. Some of his congregation had 
stated that thev had to go to other churches 
for spiritual food, and Mr. Wishard pleas- 
antly remarked that such being the case it 
was about time to change “ spiritual cooks.” 

Mr. J. W. Scofield, who represented the 
congregation of the Fifth Church, reported 
the result of last Wednesday’s meeting of 
the congregation, when seventy-nine voted 
against the acceptance of the resignation 
and thirty-one iw tavor ot it. He bore testi- 
mony of. the Christian character of Mr. 
Wishard, and said that his lakors among 
them had been characterized by true min- 
isterial zeal. 

Mr. Vredenburg, of the same congrega- 
tion, also bore testimony to the excellent ad- 
ministration of church affairs by Mr. Wish- 
ard. In view of the excellent work done by 
Mr. Wishard, and the majority of the con- 
gregation being in favor of bis remaining 
with them, Drs. Herrick Johnson, Kittredge, 
Fuller, and McPherson could not understand 
why the presbytery should favor his removal 
without athorough investigation of whatever 
charges the small minority of the congrega- 
tion might bring against him. 

After some discussion, Drs. Kittredge and 
Barrows and Elder Helmer were appointed 
by the Chair an Advisory Committee to in- 
vestigate the attitude of the congregation to- 
wards Mr. Wishard, with instructions to re- 
pert back to the presbytery at the next meet 
ing. 

MISCELLANEOUS BUSINESS. 

At the afternoon session the committee ap- 
* om for the purpose reported that they 
ad organized a church at Frankfort Station 
with twenty-one members, it being called the 
First Presbyterian Church of Frankfort. 
Mr. Joseph Hunter was elected, ordained, 
and installed as Ruling Elder. Their action 
was approved. 

The Committee on the Freedman reported 
that of the forty-ninechurches in the presby- 
tery twenty-four made contributions to the 
Freedman’s Board, the amount being $1,301. 
This was regarded as a very inadequate of- 
fering, and the committee recommended that 
every church in the presbytery put this 
cause on its schedule for this year. The re- 
port was concurred in. 

Mr. Robert Watt was examined as to his 
qualifications for the ministry, he having 
been invited to become the acting pastor of 
the First Church of Fairbury. He passed. 

The presbytery then adjourned for two 
weeks. 


The Baptist Minitsters—Dr. Henson on 
the Pulpit and Press Conference. 

The usual weekly meeting of the Baptist 
ministers was held in the Grand Pacific Hotel 
yesterday forenoon, Dr. Henson presiding, 
Some routine business having been 
disposed of, the President introduced 
Dr. F. W. Fish, who, he said, was a 
medical doctor and nota doctor of divinity, 
as the newspapers had made him, and who 
would now enlighten them on the subject of 
»The Taurian Myth.“ Dr. Fish then read 
his paper, which was a learned, very volum- 
inous, and somewhat abstruse treatise on 
primitive languages and ancient mythology 
in generai, and Fgyptian hierogiyphs and 
the mystic * Bull” sign in particular. As 
the paper occupied an hour in delivery uo 
time was left for discussiou. On the motion 
of the Rev. D. MacGregor a unanimous vote 
ot thanks was passed to Dr. Fish, after 
which the meeting closed in the usual man- 
ner. 

After the close of the meeting Tur Trin- 
UNE reporter had a conversation with Dr. 
Henson regarding the proposal fora pulpit- 
and-press conference, which had been dis- 
cussed at a previous meeting, when Drs. 
Henson, Kennard, and Lawrence had been 
appointed to consider the matter. In reply 
to the reporter’s questions, Dr. Henson said: 

“The committee has done nothing. My 
present opinion is that no good purpose can 
be subserved by a conference, or an attempt 
to have a conference of the kind proposed. 
Ihe manner in which the proposal—or tne 
preliminary diseussion’as to the propriety 
and feasibility of a proposal—was received 
by the press, the adverse eriticism which it 
provoked, has led me to believe that the con- 
ference is impracticable. There mas 
been some misapprehension on the 
part of me press regarding our mo- 
tives and intentions in speaking 
otthis proposal. Probably the resotuwon of 
the Congregational ministers has caused the 
misapprehension and left the thatter open to 
severe criticism from the press. Their reso- 
lution proposes a pulpit declaration on the 
character ot the press; but that wording 
does not convey my idea nor the idea the 
Baptist winisters had in mind when consid— 
ering the matter. Now, here is my idea: 
The recent election plainly proved that the 
— and press are in harmony on some 
portant questions of social reform. Un- 
derstand that | allnde only to thé respecta- 
ble portiou of the press—honest and influ- 
ential newspapers which are such powerful 
factors in public moraiity. On the question 
of high license, for example, the press and 
pulpit are practically unanimous. There 
may be—I believe there are—wany other iu- 
portant points affecting the morals and wel- 
fare of the community on which both pulpit 
and press would be tound iu accord, and a 
unauimity in working for a definit object

never was part of my idea 
assume a critical, or dictatorial, or censori- 
ons tone toward the press—nothing of the 
kind. It was simply a hope that by mutual 
intercourse and discussion journalists and 
clergymen could work more unitedly in aid- 
ing and carrying on works tending towards a 
higher public morality. Tur TRIBUNE, as- 
suming that a censorship of press was 
aimed at, received the proposal with a severe 


editorial criticism, and it seems to me there 


is no-use going any farther In the matter. 
Probably at our next meeting I shall that 
the committee be discharged.” 


The Methodist Ministers. 

The Methodist ministers met as usual yes- 
terday morning, the Rev. T. P. Marsh in the 
chair. The Rev. I. Linebarger led the devo- 
tional exercises. The Kev. M. W. Eberhart, 
Presiding Eider of the Champaign District 
of the Lilinois Conference, and the Rev. J. 
Villars, of the same district, were intro- 
duced. The order of the day was taken up 
and the subject, “Is There Any Chenge Re- 
quired in the Presiding Elderships?’’ was 
treated by the Kev. J. M. Caldwell, Presiding 
Elder of the Joliet District. He did not 
think it would be advisable to make 
any change in the present system, 
as under it many improvements had 
been made in the chureh. He thought the 
Chicago district, though, was too large. and 
should be divided. The Rev. Luke Hitch- 
cock was called upon on this point, and de- 
clared against any division, his opinion be- 
ing that such a move would ruin the district. 
‘hue Kev. Dr. Hardin and the Rev. Dr. Cum- 
mings spoke in favor of making the Presid- 
ing Eldership an elective office.

JUDICIAL DIGNITY. 


The Superior Court of Cincinnati Re- 
fuses to Obey the Legislature, and De- 
elines to Make Political Appointments. 
CINCINNATI, O., April 23.—[Special.]—The 

Superior Court has retused to appoint a 

Health Commissioner for this city, as pro- 

vided for in the bill abolishing the disreputa- 

ble Board of Health, which was passed by 
the Legislature the last day of the session. 

The determination of the court, which con- 

sists of three Judges, was announced by 

Judge Force today. He said: 

We receiveda copy of the statute which di- 
rects tbis court to appoint a Heaith Commission- 
er. On looking into and being udvised conovern- 
ing It, itappears that the Commissioner, when 


appointed, would appoint under him perbaps 
A0 officers and employees drawing salaries, so 


that the appointment by the court would be an 
appointment of a large part of tne ordinary and 
regular officers of the city. Many statutes have 
been passed authorizing the courts to appoint 
officers. These laws without exception require 
appointments of trustees of public institutions 
Or trustees of pubiic property—thbat is, with- 
out excepdon they are laws to appoint persons. 


The courts have made such appointments, and 


when the question bas been brought before the 
Supreme Court whether or not the court has 
authority to so act when directed by the Legis- 
lature, the Supreme Court bas said that 
they may so act if they choose. But 
the Supreme Court has carefully set itseif 
avainst saying that a court must or is so bound 
to act. Several laws bave been passed at differ- 
ent times authorizing courts to uppoint persons 
or officers of a different class—auctdoneers, oil- 
inspectors, etc. Courts in this county Dave not 
acted under these laws, but have suffered them 
to remain a dead letter. lu many States laws 
have been passed autnorizing Judges to appoint 
officers. Congress has passed acts directing Cir- 
cuit Judges to perform funcuons cognate with 
this court, but the National cuurts dave ad- 
vised the Legislature that that was not a func- 
tion put upon them by the Constitution, and is 
an office they decline to curry out. Many per- 
sons overestimate their own surroundings. 


- Probably Judges value too bigbly the impor- 


tance of their office; yet that part of the Gov- 


ernment which we are iotrusted to uphold is 


the judiciary, and we ali agree that if courts 
should be constituted boards for the appoiut- 
ment of political officers, especially in «a system 
like ours, of an elective judiciary, we would 
not be lang in the possession of anything that 
could properly be called a judiciary. We 
readily recognize that in passing tnis 
law, the Legislature simply desired 
to do ‘something tor the welfare of 
the city, and we all heartily acknowledge the 
confidence in this court implied by tuts action. 
But even if our action under the law suould 
resuitin present advantage to the city, we are 
sure that it will intlict a lasting injury on the 
State. We therefore respectfuily decline to ap- 
point under the law. In this opinion we all 
agree. 

This decision leaves the city without a 
health department of any description. ‘The 
law provides that in case of the failure of 
the Superior Court to make the appointment 
of Ilealth Commissioner the necessary 
health officers may be appointed temporarily 
by the Common Council. As the Common 
Council isa Democratic body, a large slice 
of the city’s patronage has been givé@n by a 
Republican Legisiature to the Demucratic 
party.

Watterson on the Budding Season. 


(Courter-Journal.] — Millions of expectant 
heurts bave throbbed with a keener zest for life 
since the first days of the springtime dawned 
and gleamed upon us.

Look anywhere, everywhere you see 
lucent miracies of bloom, bewildering. enchant- 
ing by their profusion as weil as their great 
beauty. a

pink, crimson, yellow, peach, crusbed-straw- 
berries, red; roses in hedwes: roses rioting 
over trellises, climbing on walis, framing house 
windows, flowing in crimson and white billows 
over summer-uuuses, fences, and walls: pest- 
ling in tragrant clusters in the bosoms of fair 
women; laughing in the hair of laughing giris.

The semi-annual report of the Clerk of the 
Criminal Court showed the earnings of the 
office to have been $11,768, of which $1,694 
had been collected. 

‘The placing of the insurance for $100,000 
for five years on the insane asylum was given 
to Straight & Lyman at 2.40 per cent. 

CAKING FOR THE INSANE, 

A communication was read from Judge 
Prendergast in reference to caring for the in- 
sane while they were awaiting trial. The 
present accommodations for them were en- 
tirely inadequate, the paper stated, and, fur- 
thermore, the writer regarded insanity as a 
disease, and held that such unfortunates 
should be treated on that 8 and not 
as criminals by confining them in jail, where 
they were often subjected to priva- 
tion and insult. Then, aggin, they 
should be given wholesome food and 
better nursing than they were receiving, 
which he thought would save many from 
being afterward incaréerated in an asylum. 
The trying of persons charged with insanity 
every day, or as soon as they were brought 
in, had been suggested as a remedy, but he 
regarded such a thing as impracticable. He 
then argued in favor of a detention hospital 
being erected, and recommended that in the 
meantime the room in the Criminal Court 
Building now occupied by the North Town 
officers should be fitted up and used for that 
purpose, the same to be under the charge 
and control of the County Physician. The 
document was referred to the Committee on 
Jail and Criminal Court Building. 

ELECTRICITY IN THE COURT-HOUSE. 


Mr. Ender introduced a resolution looking 
to lighting the Court-House by electricity. 


It premised that the gas bills were enormous, 


and ought to be curtailed, and asked that 
bids be invited for putting in the Edison in- 
candescent light. 

Mr. O’ Neill was opposed to the resolution, 
and said that une Commissioners had been 
bored on the subject for a great while. 

Mr. Mattocks was in favor of the resolu- 
tion, and said the opposition to it looked to 
him as if it was in the interest of a certain 
gas company, which the county was paying 
about $12,000 per year. 

Mr. O’ Neill retorted that he always paid 
his gas bills. He was somewhat excited, and 
in the course of his remarks referred to the 
memorable supper at the Palmer House 
given the Commissioners by one of the elec- 
tric light companies, and expressed not a lit- 
tle surprise that Mr. Mattocks had awakened 
the next morning a convert to electricity asa 
substitute for gas. : 

Mr. Mattocks—Do you remember that I 
loaned you a book on the subject some months 
ago! 

Mr. O'Neill I do, and I read it. 

Mr. Mattocks—Did you return it? 

Mr, O’ Neill—I don’t remember, but if I did 
not | will pay you for it. 

After some further discussion the resolu- 
tion was referred to the joint Committee on 
Court-House and Records and Public Serv- 
ice. 

EXTRAVAGANT SUPERVISORS. 

Commissioner Klehm presented a series of 
resolutions calling attention to the extrava- 
gance of the Supervisors in outside 
towns, charging that they were,entirely too 
free in dispensing supplies to the poor, 
luxuries sometimes, and laying down a set 
of rules for their governmentin the future: 
First, they should personally inspect every 
case before granting relief; second, they 
should ascertain the amount and kind of re- 
lief required; third, to give no more than 
was absolutely necessary: fourth, to make 
out their orders on relief blanks; fifth, to 
issue all orders before the relief was fur- 
nished; sixth, to issue no orders to pay for 
goods not vuthorized purchased by him; 
seventh, to mention the kind of goods each 
person was to receive on each order; eighth, 
to refuse relief to all healthy, able- 
bodied persons; ninth, to make all orders 
on good reputable persons or dealers: and, 


tenth, to report all cases of persons who re- | 


fuse to support their dependent relatives, as 
provided by law. ‘The resolutions also pre- 


‘scribed that no other than the following 


goods should be distributed: Meat, fish, 
lard, rice, salt, yeast, flour, corn-meal, oat- 
weal, potatoes, vinegar, buckwheat flour, 
pearl barley, bread, carrots, cabbage. oil, 
crackers, peas, milk, molasses, sirup, 
matches, wood and coal, and tea and coffee 
to aged persons. And they also provided 
that all billsshould be itemized; that physi- 
cians should not pay any wore visits to pau- 

ers on a Supervisor’s order than were abso- 
utely necessary; and that upon the decease 
of a pauper an order should be given on the 
County Undertaker for a coffin, etc., the 
funeral expense not to exceed $10. The 
resolutions were adopted and 2,000 copies or- 
dered printed. 

THE JURY QUESTION. 

Mr. Mattocks introduced a seriés of resolu- 
tions touching the jury system. ‘The first of 
them was a succinct review of the law gov- 
erning the drawing of juries, embracing an 
epitome of the Supreme Court decisions on 
the subject. ‘They showed the duty of the 
Commissioners in the matter, and also of the 
carne of thecourts. ‘They conciuded as fol- 

ows: 

WHEREAS, Complaint is made that the law has 
not been observed by this board or by all the 
courts aud departments of the County Govern- 
ment charged with its observance: and juries 
after being impaneled have, by consent, been 
dismissed without trying the cause, because im- 
proper jurors have been selected unlawfully by 
vourt bailiffs, the law forbidding any special 
bailiff to act more than once. at any term of 
court in the selection of jurors. 

And it is also reported that Judges and even 
court bailiffs accept substitutes for jurors reg- 
ularly drawn, and release qualitied jurors from 
service without autbority of law. This practice 


is severely condemned by the Supreme Court of 


this Stute in the case of Ayers vs. Metcaif, in 
which the court says: “When tue Legisiature 
bas for wise considerations prescribed thé mode 
in which justice shall be administered it is not 
for other departments of Government or for of- 
ticers Of any grade to substitute a differeut 
mode because they may believe it the bet- 
ter, or because it may better suit their 
convenience. The law should be admin 
istered us it is enacted. And Circuit Courts 
should, when such irregularities do occur, 
promptly check the practice. When the parties 
litigating in the courts know that the law nas 
been observed ino all of its parts, they more 
readily submit to the result, although they may 
fee! that they have not obtaimed strict Tuatios 
xccording to their views, than when they know 
that the law has not been observed. if a 
Sheriff may excuse a portion of the panel, why 
muy he not excuse the whole panel. and in this 
manner prevent atrial by the persons legaily 


designated for the purpose? Suen an ussump- 


uon of power on the part of the Sheritf would 
strike all persons as betne wholly unowarrant- 
able, and still, in principle, it is the same. only 
Aud in the case of Lin- 
coin vs. Stowell the court held that the Judge 
violated the law in ordering a jury selected by 
special venire,.while there were namos in the 
jJury-box; and 

WHEREAS, Even the unintentional failure to 
observe the law subjects the county toa large 
expense in the payment of jurors disqualitied 
from service, aud causes unjust and corrupt 
verdicts to be rendered in our courts, thereby 
98 u great public scandal; now, therefore,

Resolved, That the Committee on Rqualizalon

„To Earn 20 Per Cent Dividend on Wa- 
tered Stuck—Beauties of Protection Ex- 
em plified. 

[New York World.]—Thomas Hood roused 
the conscience of England to the dreadful 
condition of the poor seamstresses of London, 

In poverty, hunger and arte 
Sewtng at once with a double thread 
A shroud es well as a shirt. 

In a letter recently published on the profits 
insured by the existing tariff to certain man- 
ufacturers at Willimantic Prof. Sumner has 
made a clear and vigorous statement of the 
amount and pressure of the taxation imposed, 
in the interest not of the public revenue at all 
but of these Willimantic manufacturers, upon 
every poor and industrious woman in the 
United States. This tax is levied, like the 
tax of death, with impartial hand at the 
proud portals of the rich and at the humble 
doorway of the poor. But, unlike the tax of 
death, it presses with peculiar weight upon 
the feeblest and the most needy. “From the 
cradle to the grove,” Prof, Sumner truly says, 
every individual, from the beggar to the mill- 
ionaire, must bave turead,“ and a tax on thread 
comes therefore almost as directly and inevita- 
bly out of the earnings of every man, woman, 
and child in the community as would a tax on 
air ora tax on daylight. But upon no persons 
in the community does such a tax press so 
cruelly as upon women who are compelled to 
support themselves by neediewors. It cowpelis 
every one of these toiling, ili-paid women to 
contribute of ber hard-won earnings day after 
day to the Willimantic manufacturers the dif- 
ference between three cents, for which she could 
buy in Canada every spool of thread she uses,

Sumner 
exclaim: 

* When we consider what this means to the 
women whose lives are running away in the 
minutes spent in that way. it arouses all the 
bonest indigoation and love of justice of which 
aman ie capabie. The linen r do not 
like to have the truth pointed out, but a mau 
who sees the truth and would not preach it 
would be the most contemptibie coward.”’ 

Is this the best protection that American 
voters can award to American women? Let 
every man who bas a baliot to cast read, mark, 
learn, and inwardly digest this eloquent sum- 
mary ot the story of “protecnon” as set forth 
and established in the case of the Willimantic 
as ree , 
Here, then, isthe truth: The sewingwomen, 
the sales women, servants, teachers, washerwo- 
men, and the laborers’ wives and daughters 
scattered in garrets, tenements, and cottages, 
struggling often with poverty and misery, are 
enduring a diminution of their comfort and 
well-being to pay the taxes which go to keep up 
the mill.

“The Willimantic Mill is, therefore. very 
much what Yale College would be if jt were sup- 
ported by taxes ou sewingwuomen and laborers 
and were owned by a joint-stock company which 
ran it to make money. The protectionists have 
been working away at this anaiogy and have eu- 
tireiy overlooked these little points of ditferenee. 
The Public Treasury gets a revenue from thread 
of 565. 000 or $70,000 per aunum, being for 18 78 
per cent on the cost. s consumers of thread 
pay as much tax to the Willimantic Company tn 
twenty days as they pay to the Public Treasury 
ina year. After July next the tax is to be 14 
cents per dozen, which will be about 68 per vent 
on the cost.

Washington, Jefferson, Madison, and Monroe 
were Virginians, and the terms of their service 
aguregated thirty-two years. John Tyler, of 
Virginia, chesen as Vice-President, became 
President. and served four years luck is one 
month. Thus Virginia furnished our Presidents 
for thirty-six of the seventy-two years, com- 
mencing with the foundation of the Govern- 
ment in 1789 and ending with the Civil War in 
1361, being just one-half the time, 

John Adams and Jonn Quincy Adams were 
both Massachusetts men, and each served four 
yeurs. 

Jackson and Polk were from Tennessee, and 
their terms aggregated tweive yeurs. Andrew 
Johuson was chosen Vice-President, but became 
President and served four years lack ing a 
month and a half. Thus Tennessee gave us 
Presidents for about sixteen yeurs, ' 

Van Buren was a New-Yor and served 
four years. Fillmore and Artu were chosen 
Vice Presidents, but became Presidents, the 
former serving nearly three sears, and the lat- 
ter will at the end of bis term haye served three 
years and u baif. Tous New York will bave 
supplied the Executive chair durm ten and a

THREE AGAINST ONE. 


Alliance of Germany, Austria, and Italy 
Against ce. 

Berum, April 8.— [London Times. No 
slight sensation has been caused here and 
elsewhere by an article in the Governmental 
North German Gazette on the relations be- 
tween Germany, Austria, and Italy. From 
the late speech of Signor Mancini in the 
Italian Chamber it was at once Inferred by 


some hasty writers that his Government had 


already asked for admittance and been re- 
ceived into political partnership with the 
Austro-German Powers, while others, wiser still 
in their generation, went a step further, and ex- 
plained that this triple alliance had been se- 
cretly concluded against France. Prince Bis- 
marck’s organ, however, now puts the matter 
in its true light by pointing out that even 
if a positive agreement between these 
three Powers actualiy existed, which it is not at 
ail prepared to assert, its aim would by no means 
be of an aggressive nature. At the same time, 
so argues the North German Gazette, all the 
three Powers in question have a common inter- 
est in the maintenance of peace, and it is there- 


fore not only possibile, but even probable, that 
they would combine to resist an attack against 
either of them. still none of them has any 
present grudge against France, nor have they, 
on the ocher hand, any reason to dread beilicose 
intentions on the purt of t Power. But 
should a war party get the upper band in France 
would the three States whose alliance is new 
spoken of be consciqus of the same degree of 
security and indepeudence after the defeat 
of any one of them as they, under pres- 
ent conditions, enjoy? Scarcely. Suppose, 
for example, that France were to succeed in 
disrupting Germany or in rendering her power- 
less, would Austria and Italy not feel in a much 
more precarious position than now? Or. again, 
suppose that Italy were attacked by France, 
would the statesmen of Germany and Austria 
not have to considef the consequences of an 
eastern extension of the frontier and of 
the creation of a Cisalpine Republic in — or 
of the dependence of Italy on France? ‘hirdly, 
Austria can only now assailed by France 
through Italy, and Austria bas no interest in 
* France the samme facility for doing this 
u the future as in the past. Nor could Ger- 
many be indifferent to a diminution of the 
safety of Austrias western frontier by 
the existence of a French neighbor 

in Italy. The strength and security 
of the Austro-Hungarian State are es- 
to the stability of Germany, 
and no sagacious statesman here could volun- 
tarily accept the situation that would arise if 
Austria were lamed op rendered bostile by being 
left in the lurch by Germany. From all this it 
must follow that the three pacitic Powers—Ger- 
many, Austria, and Italy—wiil be compelled by 
the logic of policy to stand up for peace should 
any one of them be threatened with attack by 
another State. Each of them must have the 
feeling Tua res agitur paries cum proximus 
ardet. ano to register this convicdon requires 
no written agreemeft. ** We are not aware that 
any such understanding exists, Lut we are sure 
that the logic of history is cogent enough to 


eonvince each of these pacific Powers that it 


will do weil not to wait till its turn comes and to 
beware of isolation Hg abandoning those who 
are equally interested in the preservation of 
pesce.”’ 

The above summary is self-explanatory. 


COOK COUNTY’S TAXES. 


Mr. Root’s Statements Disputed by a 
Mn Who Has Been Iuvestigating. 

PEOTONE, III., April 21.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—1 noticed in the letter of Mr. James F. 
Root, one of the Cook County members of the 
State Board of Equalization, in yesterday's 
TRIBUNE, upon the difference in State and Cook 
County assessments. Your editorial comment 
upon bis experience and ability the writer, wiil 
heartily indorse, but mustdeny your assent to 
his rensonings. which certainly are not founded 
upon fact, He says the home value of the 
crops ip Illinois in 1879 was $16,085,376; on the 
following May the assessed value was but 
$5,454,539, oronly 3% per cent of the actual 
value. What became of the 964% per cent? 

His question is very practical. If the farmers 
of Illinois are producing 81. 000. 000 or over per 
annum, and escaping taxation upon it, eyery 
other taxpayer is interested in the matter out- 
side of Cook County as well asinit. Mr. Root 
mentions a number of places where this large 
amount of grain may have gone—to-wit: It may 
have been sold, or fed tostock, but expressly says 
it could not have goneinto land, for there was io 
more land to buy, and if it had been sold the 

roceeds would te somewhere around the farm. 

ow for wy conclusioas. Mr. Root makes no 
allowunce for the expense of running the farm, 
hired help, new implements and machinery, 
livmg expenses, tood, ciothing, school-books,’ 
taxes, interest on the Eastern mortgage, and 
other minor expenses. Occasionally a farmer, 
by extra exernuons, saved something over and 
avove the above enumerated expenses and paid 
off the mortgage. Who sbali say that in law or 
equity the above items should not be deducted 
from the gross Amount grown or produced each 
yeur; and who shall say what quantity was on 
hand on the ist day of May after paying all the 
above expeases from the crop of the previous 
yeur? 1 think $17,000,000 of increase shows every 
dollar. Toillustrate: Say atarmer bas eighty 
acres, all in cura, and that be grows torty 
bushels to tne acre, or, 3.200 busbeis 
in all (which is certainly allowime a full aver- 
age), which we will call worth 40 cents per busn- 
el, or 61.280. Now, Out of that amount deduct 
the expenses enumerated above, and bow much 
more than 10 per Gent of the above amount will 
be left (that being the ratio according to Mr. 
Root’s own statement)? 1 

It Lhad time and space I could show, on the 
other hand, where Cook Couaty has bad the 
„inside truck ot late years before the State 
Board of Equalization. In 1879 the State taxes 
were 83.0. 855.58. Cook County’s portion of 
that was $803,022.36. Cook County turned into 
the State Treasury $620,107.59, or but 79% per 
cent, lenving 20˙ per cent for ordinary abate- 
ments, removals, ete. The rest of the State ro- 
turned into the State Treasury $3,098,221.05, 
after deducting cne ordinary abatements, etc., 
as from Cook County, or about 86% per cent of 
the wbole, to Cook County's 7% per cent, leav- 
ing a difference ot 7 per cent in favor of Cook 
County each year, or $36,000. In other words, 
Cook County every fourteen years gains one 
year’s State taxes, This is only one item. 1 
could mention half a dozen more. 1 think the 
unprejudiced judge will say Cook County bas 
had a fair show.

Cragin, of Cragin Bros. & Co., who testified 
that his firm lost a large amount of solder, 
mica, and other goods, valued at about 
$7,000. The goods were stolen by a man 
named Letourneux, then in the employ of 
the firm, and sold, it was alleged, to Menard, 
who kept a hardware store on Blue Island 
avenue. Mr. Cragin testified that he 
went to Menard’s store and promised 
that the firm would let him 
down easy if he would make a full confes- 
sion of where he got the goods and the 
amount received. Menard at first said he 
bought the goods at a bankrupt sale, but aft- 
erwards acknowledged that they were 
bought of Letourneux. The latter forfeited 
the bonds given by him soon after his arrest, 
went to Paris, and is said to have died there. 

When the evidence for the prosecution was 
all in yesterday Mr. Van Buren, counsel for 
Menard, asked for the retirement of the 
jury. The Judge having granted the re- 

uest, Mr. Van Buren moved thai all the evi- 
dence ot Mr. Cragin relating to Menard be 
stricken out, because extorted under promise 
of immunity, and submitted several decis- 
ions of courts to sustain his point. Mr. 
Thomson, for the prosecution, argued 
against such a proceeding, and also submitted 
decisions the reverse of those quoted by Mr. 
Van Buren. Thecourt ruled that the evidence 
was inadmissibie, as he had no doubt it was 
obtained under a promise of immunity by 
one in authority. Mr. Cragin, he said, was 
clearly in authority. The Judge added 
that it was a course entirely proper, where a 
person lost property, for the police to make 
threats or promises in order to recover such 
property, but the confession obtained in a 
case of that kind could not be used against 
the prisoner. Mr. Thomson then said, 
under the decision of the Judge, there was 
no case against the accused, When the jury 
rerurned to the court-room the ruling was 
explained, and, under the court’s instruc- 
tions, a verdict of “Not guilty” was ren- 
dered. ä 
The Union Iron & Steel Company After 

an Agent. 

Judge Anthony is engaged in hearing the 
ease of the Union Iron & Steel Company 
against William Watson to recover $26,984.44, 
balance alleged to be due on the sale of some 
lands. Watson was a Superintendent of the 
company, and, as is charged, bought about 
8,700 acres of ore property in Marquette and 
Ontonagan Counties, Michigan, at $2 an 
acre, and turned it over to the company at 
$5.10 an acre, netting him the snug profit of 
$26,984.44. The company claimed he stood 
in such a fiduciary relation to it that he 


could not retain any profit he might have 
obtained in trades made for its bencfit, but 
must account for all the profits he bad made. 
Watson claims that though he was at the 
time in the company’s employ, yet he did 
other business, and the company bought coal 
of him outside of its regular transactions 
with him. 


An Irate Juror Sues the Newspapers 
Empartially. 

Thomas Carbine, who. was a juror last 
fall in Judge Barnum’s-eourt, and especially 
in the case of Charles E. Warren against 
Richard B. Appleby, yesterday began three 
libel suits for $10,000 each against Tur 
TRIBUNE, Times, and Inter-Ocean. He 
claims that tfe Times in speaking of him as 
a juror charged that he swore on his pre- 
liminary examination he did not know the 
defendant, when in fact *“*he knew the de- 
fendant and swore falsely.” ‘Carbine 
Visited with the defendant the scene wherein 
the cause of action lies.“ Carbine held the 
jury out two days, they standing eleven 
against him, and that he caused a disagree- 
ment. This Cai vine says, was tantamount 
to charging him with perjury, bribery, and 
corruption. The Inter-Ocean item was the 
same, except as to stating that Carbine swore 
falsely. Tue TRIBUNE item was more 
guarded, referring to Carbine as ‘the 
alleged perjurer,” and so gi him with 
having Known and talked with Appleby 

about the case, but Carbine thinks this was 
the same as charging him with perpury. 


The Dooltttle-Forsythe Case. 

In the Doolittle-Forsythe case before Judge 
Blodgett yesterday nearly the whole day 
was taken up in the examination of legal ex- 
perts on behalf of the defense. The attor- 
neys for the defendant have prepared a hy- 
pothetical question covering about eight 
printed pages of legal cap, which they hurled 
at their witnesses. This goes on the theory 
that the plaintiffs did nothing to effect 
the sale of the Forsythe tract. or 
as real-estate agents, and only seeks to esti- 
mate the value of the purely legal services 
they performed.

United States Supreme Court. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 23.~—In the 
Supreme Court a decision was rendered 
in the case of the Baltimore & Potomac Rail- 


| road Company against the Fifth Baptist 


Church ot Washington, D. C., which was a 
suit for damagés brought by the church 
Trustees against the railroad company on ac- 
count of alleged injury to the property of 
the former, caused by the erection and main- 
tenance of an engine-house and machine- 
shop on the land adjoining the church edi- 
fice. The court holds that the railroad com- 
pany is liable in damages, and the fact that 
Congress nad given it authority to bring its 
tracks within the limits of the city and con- 
struct such works, etc., as might be neces- 
sary constitutes no defense to the suit 
b: ought by private individuals whose prop- 
erty has been injured. The judgment of the 
District Supreme Court is aflirmed. Opinion 
by Justice Field, 

A decision was rendered by the Supreme 
Court of the United States today in the case 
of John B. Slawson against the Grand Street, 
Prospect Park & Flatbush Kailroad Com- 
pany of Brooklyn. This was the suit brought 
by Sliwson for an infringement of patents on 
au improved and very extensively-used form 
ot fire-boxes for horse-cars. The court holds 
that the patents are void, for the reason that 
they do not embody inventions within the 
meaning of the patent laws. The decree of 
the Circuit Court in favor of the railroad 
company is afiirmed. Opinion by Justice 
Woods. 

WASIIINd TON. D. C., April 23.—[Speclal.] 
—A decision was rendered by the Supreme 
Court of the United States today in the 
patent case of John B. Slawson, appellant, 
against the Grand Street, Prospect Park & 
Flatbush Railroad Company. The court 
holds that neither of the patents sued on 
embodies an “invention” within the mean- 
ing of the patent, laws, and that the alleged 
Improve pents“ are not and never have 
been patelitable. The decree of the Circuit 
Court is therefore affirmed with costs. Opin- 
ion by Justice Woods, 

A decision was also rendered by the court 
today in the customs case of Alexander II. 
Fuiton, Collector, against Alonzo L. and 
Francis A. Vite. This was a suit brought to 
recover back an alleged excess of dutiespaid 
by them upon seven marble statues imported 
from Italy. This court holds that. marble 
statues executed by professional sculptors 
in the studio and under the direction of an- 
other professional sculptor, whether from 
models just made by a professional sculptor 
or from antique models whose author is un- 
known, are * professional productions of a 
statuary or of a sculptor” within the mean- 
ing of the law, and are liable only toa duty 
of 10 per cent ad valorem, The judgment of 
the Circuit Court in favor of the importers is 
affirmed, with costs and interest. Opinion 
by J ustice Gray. 

A decision was also rendered by the court 
in the case of the Baltimore & Potomac Rail- 
road Company, plaintiff in error, against the 
Fifth Baptist Chureh, in error to the 
Supreme Court of the District of Columbia. 
This was a suitfor damages, brought by the 
trustees of the church against the railroad 
company on account of alleged injury to the 
property of the former caused by the erec- 
tion and maintenance of an engine-nouse 
anda machine-shep on land adjoining the 
church edifice. The main feature of the de- 
fense set up by the railroad company is that 
it was authorized by an act of Congress to 
bring its track within the limits of the city. 
This court holds that such authority from 
Congress would not justify the railroad com- 
pany in invading others’ property to an ex- 

tent which would amount to an eutire de- 
2 of its use. Opinion by Justice 
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A decision was also rendered by the court 
today in the municipal bond case of Howard 
County, Missouri, plaintiff in error., against 
the Central National Band of Boonville, in 
errorto the Cireuit Court of the United 
States for the Western District of Missouri. 
This was a suit on certain bonds issued by 
Howard County, Missouri, in aid of a branch 
of the Tebo & Neosho Railroad Company. 
The county disputes the validity and legal 
authority of the bonds on the ground that 
the road eventually with their aid was 
not a branch road, but only an unauthorized 
extension of the main line. This court 
holds that the road constructed through 
Howard Couuty was, within the inegning of 
the statute, a brauch of the vriginal or main 
line, consequently the defense cannot be sus- 
tained. The 22 of the court below is 
affirmed. Opinion by Justice Harlan. 

A decision was tlso rendered by the court 
today in the swamp-lands case of Milis 
County, Iowa., plaintiff in error, against the 
Duriigton & Missouri River Railroad Com- 
pany et al., and the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quiney Railroad Company. These were

UNDERGROUND LIGHTNING 


_ 
Progress of the Postal Telegraph Com- 
pany’s Couduit, 

The work on the underground conduit 
which will bring the Postal Telegraph Com- 
pany’s wires through the city is going rapid- 
lyon. A TRIBUNE reporter yesterday talked 
with Mr. J. Ensign Fuller, who is laying the 


conduit here. 

“TI see by your paper this morning,” said 
he, that Mr. Pender, the cable king, hesi- 
tates about investing largely in present tele- 
graph stocks because he believes a revolu- 
tion is imminent in telegraphy in case the 
Postal's system (Prof. Gray’s) should be a 
success. With the present conduit system 
there is no problem to solve at all, as we are 
building it, regarding the effectiveness of 
wires underground. Two of the oldest elec- 
tricians in this city have stated to our board 
that it was merely a question of insulation, 
and that there were half a dozen kinds of 
wire readily obtainable in the market that 
would work in a metallic conduit without 
the slightest difficulty from induction or re- 
tardation.”’ 

WHY DO THEY INsIst ? 

“Then why do the telegraph and telephone 
companies keep on. insisting that under- 
ground wires cannot be worked with suc- 
cess, or are not practicable ?”’ 

„Because they have confined their experi- 
ments to cables alone, where the wires are 
insulated en masse, W hich is of necessity 
an ephemeral plan and proportionately dis- 
couraging, as very few cables have rendered 
good service for any length of time, and they 
are very expensive. I don’t mean expensive 
as to their first cost. Cables contain from 
five to 100 wires generally, and when in- 
tended for use underground they are gener- 
ally incased in a leaden pipe. Should there 
occur any defect in the lead cover- 
ing, and such defects are invari- 
ably developed, the entire insulation 
of all the wires is rapidly 2 and the 
cable is rendered useless until repairs are 
made. Another thing: In torcing the in- 
sulating material into the pipe, globules of 
air are sure to be retained. These air- 
globules are sure to create moisture, which 
moisture acting as a conductor connects 
every wire with the lead-pipe covering, and, 
second, sets up a chemical action be- 
tween the copper wires and the lead 
pipe, and ina shorttime destroys entirely 
the wires themselves. This renders the 
tearing up of the street necessary every time 
that such defects are discovered and repairs 
have to be made. Thisis inconvenient, un- 
desirable, expensive, and annoying to the 
public, as well as expensive to the companies 
owning the cable. There are not many 
cables underground. In a short time the 
conduit system will be brought into general 
use, with single wires, highly insulated, for 
all electrical purposes, lying side by side, and 
conveying electricity for lights in the long- 
est circuits, as well as for telegraphing, for 
power, and the delicate teiephone current, 
without the slightest interference of one 
with the other. ‘There is chis to be said: No 
company can afford the great expense of 

ab lding a feasible and practicable system 

converging wires underground, where 
they can be easily strung, or drawn in, 
easily taken out, repaired, and returned, and 
where house connections can be readily 
made without continually tearing up the 
street, and then maintain such a conduit for 
the exciusive use of its own wires. And the 
desire of these large telegraph and telephone 
companies to own such a system themselves 
is what has been the great drawback to 
placing the wires underground, and which 
has caused the temporary derangement of 
their vision. We will be able to give them 
ull a safe, cheap, and excellent resting-place 
for their wires it they wish to comply with 
the city ordinance, and save them money by 
the greatly lessened cost of maintenance 
enough to repay them tor their overhead 
system, the wires and polesof which they 
can stilluse above ground outside the city 
limits. ‘The business of our system will be 
torent furnished or unfurnished: rooms in 
the conduit. We are coming north now rap- 

ly on La Salle street, a part of the 11 


‘ing rented to the Postal Telegraphhom- 
pany, who are laying two Patterson les 
of twenty wires each, which will be at Wash- 
ington street by May 10. We are about clos- 
ing contracts for renting other wires to be 
laid on shelvas in the same conduit. We 
do not contract to keep the cables in revair, 
but give the company 2 them ainple 
facimies for so doing or fo™replacing any 
section that they may desire between our 
working pits and testing stations, or for mak- 
ing house or office connections anywhere 
without tearing up any portion of 
street.“ 

VISITORS EXPECTED. 

Mr. Fuller further said that he had no hes- 
itancy in saying that he believed that the tel- 
egraph and telephone companies would 
cheerfully come into the system when they 
had a practical, successful demonstration of 
its workings. Elaborate arrangements were 
being made to give the public demonstration 
which would occur in a few days, when there 
would be circuits of four miles for electric 
lights, and from one to ten miles of tele- 
phone and telegraph wires, highly insulated, 
with batteries attachéd, lying upon copper 
shelves in the conduit. There would be a 
large number of electricians and scientific 


people present from all over the country. in- 


cluding several delegations from City Coun- 
cils of other cities. All companies interested 
in electrity have been invited to take part in 
the tests. 


Another Device. 

Something new in the way of underground 
telegraphy has been invented by Mr. J. F. 
Martin, of this city, who has organized the 
Air-Chamber Wire Insulating Company. Mr. 
Martin has secured quite anumber of patents 
in this country, and has applications pend- 
ing in Washington and abroad, so he 1s un- 
willing tosay much about his system at 
present. The wires are insulated with a 
combination of petroleum and other materi- 
als to make the mixture durable, there being 
nothing in the composition that will decom- 
pose. The wires are placed in tubes, which 
are covered with tile- pipe large enough to 
permit the circ: lation of air in order to offset 
the effect of gases in the ground. The sys- 
tem not only requires little tearing up of 
streets, but meets the wants of telephone and 
private wires, the wires being run to posts to 
be placed in alleys, whence they are distrib- 
uted to the buildings.

THE ENGLISH SPARROW. 


The Legislature Will Be Asked to De- 
clare a War of Extermination 


Against the Species. 


— 


The Feathered Invaders Rapidly Multi- 
plying and Developing into 
Nulsances. 

Their Oommunistic Tendencies and the Few 
Virtues Which Recommend Them 
to Mercy. 


One of the questions with which tne pres- 
ent Legislature will be asked to deal con- 
cerns the English sparrow. Mr. H. G. Lunt, 
in the interests ot the real-estate men of this 
city, has requested the proper representative 
to secure such a change in the present stat- 
ute relative to the protection of sparrows of 
all species as will make the destruction 
of the English interioper possible. A gen- 
tleman at one time in charge of the museum 
of the Northwestern University has also 
been requested by the same interests to draft 
a special statute for the destruction of the 
species. 

The necessity of putting a stop to the pro- 
lific increase of English sparrows is alleged 
to be vital to the interests, agricultural and 
urban, of the State. Owing to the extensive 
raids of sparrows on graiu-fields the States 
of Texas and lowa have already taken the 
initiative and passed special bills authoriz- 
ing the wholesale destruction of the birds, 
Not only are their raids on grain-fields alleged 
to be wanton and aggravating, but they have 
developed an unexpected love of fruit, which 
they devour with remarkable avidity. 

A BILL OF INDICTMENT. 


The appeal emanating from a city like Chi- 
cago, instead of an agricultural district, is 

peculiar indeed. The urban sparrow is 
— with an interminable se- 
ries of high crimes and misde- 
meanors. Its polygamous and commun- 
istic qualities are first dwelt upon to account 
for the disappearance of park and dooryard 
species whose bright feathers and brighter 
songs have long enlivenedethe environments 
of houses in summer. As to its polygamous 
tendencies, it is charged with monopolizing 
the boxes, bird-houses, ana Other nesting 
placessheretofore given up to other birds, 
and to have raised successive broods per year 
to such an extent as to exhaust the food-sup- 

ly which other species fed to their young. 
Farther, there was no line of parentage, no 
one nest, or one mate sufficient for one bird. 
In its communistic aspect it is charged with 
hording these innumerable broods of 
young in bands, which attacked 
other species when alone and 
drove them from tbe grounds. instances 
are cited of their destruction of such large 
birds as the dove which dared to feed from 
the same scattered kernels of wheat. Organ- 
ized in squads, the sparrows nested under 
the cornices of the palatial mansions of the 
rich or eaves of the cathedral and scattered 
their litter over the walks to the demoraliza- 
tion of servants or upon people’s heads and 
clothes, or besmeared whole walls of build- 
ings. Besides this, they are charged with 
lining their nests w ith feathers that breed ob- 
noxious insects which infested the houses to 
which the nests were attached, and with 
which the sparrows lived in harmony instead 
of feeding upon chem as they were expected 
to do. 

FEATHERED VANDALS. 

The rural misdeeds of tne sparrow, if true, 
form a startling spectacle for contemplation. 
It is said that in unprecedented fiocks they 
have swept whole grain-ields as clean as did 
the Rocky Mountain locusts in their devas- 
tating flights through the West. Scarcely 
one and one-half decades have elapsed since 
a handful of birds were let loose on Atiantic 
soil. Their increase and spread is beyond 
comprehension. Its only tive years since 
their march westward was detected by the 

is now asked to frame 
for their destruction. At 
that time he noticed great flocks following 
the railway lines westward, and predicted in 
the Syracuse (N. Y.) Jowrnal that once 
away from the peculiar class of pests they 
were imported to destroy their advance with 
civilization to the frontier could only result 
in their conforming to such environments as 
they would be surrounded with. Now it 
seems that in grain areas they devastate 
grain-fields, and in fruit sections feed on 
fruit, and elsewhere adapt themselves to 
whatever productis indigenous to the soil. 
A WORD FOR THE DEFENSE. 

A discussion of this subject would be very 
narrow indeed if both sides were not given 
tall Benefit, It is admitted that there are 
equally strong points in favor of the spar- 
row which make very conservative legisla- 
tion necessary. The house-sparrow, as it is 
familiarly Known in England, is here to 
stay, not summers merely, but the year 
around. Its pleasant chirp is first heard in 
the dreary winter's mornmeg from the slats 
of the blind at the bedroom window. Asa 
scavenger no one can estimate the enormous 
amount of matter it picks up on the street, 
aiding the solution of a problem which 
our Mayor only attempts to grapple with 
three days before election. Examination 
of the craw shows that while it eats largely 
of grain and other natural produets it also 
swaliows insects. The robin, so favored in 
the land, is an obnoxious fruit pest. The 
disappearance of the bluebird is always 
simultaneous with the growth of cities. 
The lack of the bluebird on Mr. Lunt's 
‘grounds in Evanston is due to the in- 
crease of real estate, not sparrows. Right 
in his suburb at Evanston something like 282 
species have beer enumerated, and “the area 
occupied by Chicago and environs—a tri- 
angle with sides seventy miles long—con- 
tains nearly 400 species of birds to be found 
during a year, or a larger number of species 
by one-third than in any other area of like 
size on the globe. 

THE SPARROWS’ ENEMIES. 

No natural enemies have yet appeared to 
stop the encroachments of the sparrow. 
Their most effective enemy is said to be a 
species called the butcher-bird or shrike. 
As soou as this bird began to operate in the 
environs of Boston some sensitive soul got a 
bill through the Legislature for its destruc- 
tion. In this State the butcher-bird, the pig- 
eon, and sparrow hawks, and several species 
of owls are the natural enemies of the spar- 
row, but do not succeed well against the 
squads and holl6w squares which the spar- 
rows arrange for defense. 

The statute which will doubtless be of- 
fered at Springtield, and which is certainly 
conservative, will doubtless provide that 
sparrows shall be subject to destruction 
where they are known to be detrimental to 
the interests of a locality, but that every 
local government may make it unlawful to 
destroy them where they are evidently not 
injurious. There are certainly localities 
where the sparrow is not injurious, and 
where a wholesale statute of destruction 
would make useless and cruel fun for the 
small boy.
